Paradis. 35, has been a pro¬ 
vincial judge since February 
1975. 


Brown is research director 
for the Teamsters’ Joint 
Council No. 36 (B.C. and the 
Yukon) since 1964. Between 
1957 and 1963 he was business 
agent for Local 464. 

Davis has been a consultant 
to the construction industry 
for the past five years. From 
1964-69 he was executive vice- 
president of Peterson Elec¬ 
trical Construction and from 
1969-72 a member of the man¬ 
agement committee of Neon- 
ex International Limited.

TORONTO (CP) — Federal 
Health Minister Marc Lalonde 
says that if Quebec were ever 
1o separate, he would unques¬ 
tionably leave with it. 

In the transcript of a CBC 
television interview, Lalonde 
said he is strongly and emo¬ 
tionally tied to the French- 
speaking community. 

“To me, this is what has the 
most meaning,” Lalonde said. 

“You know*. I’m a Canadian 
and I’m proud to be one, but 
what ties me as a Canadian is 
the fact that I do believe that 
the French-Canadian commu¬ 


nity, the French-speaking 
community, in the country is, 
well, it’s own future will be 
best guaranteed by being, re¬ 
maining, in Canada, being 
very active in Canada. 

“But I have no hesitation as 
to where, my tiee—are and 
where, you know, assuming 
... I don’t believe that Que¬ 
bec will ever separate, but if 
Quebec were to separate I 
would have no hesitation 
w hatever as to where I would 
go- 

“I would go to Quebec.” 


VIP talks useless 
— Congress chief 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas Tip O’Neill 
says he has told the White 
House not to send any more 
visiting heads of state to 
address Congress — but 
added his comments do not 
apply to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau’s speech next week. 

O’Neill told a news confer¬ 


ence a few minutes before 
Mexico’s President Jose 
Lopez Portillo spoke to the 
lower house that such 
speeches by foreign leaders 
wasted the time of members 
and served no useful purpose. 

But he added that speeches 
by Portillo and Trudeau were 
useful because Mexico and 
Canada were neighbors of the 
United States.

A Ugandan claim that 
the Anglican archbishop 
and .two cabinet ministers, 
accused of an anti-govern¬ 
ment plot, were killed in 
an automobile accident 
touched off an interna¬ 
tional outcry Thursday 
against President Idi 
Amin. Church groups and 
politicians abroad accused 
his regime of murder. 

Canada will ask Uganda to 
permit an independent inquiry 
into the deaths. 

In Ottawa, External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson told 
the Commons that he hoped 
Uganda would be willing to 
allow an inquiry to be con¬ 
ducted by the United Nations 
or the Commonwealth. Ugan¬ 
da said there would be an in¬ 
quiry Into the deaths but 
there was no word on how the 
probe would be conducted. 

The Ugandan government 
said Archbishop Janani 
Luwum, Internal Afairs Min¬ 
ister Charles Oboth-Ofumbe 
and Lt.-Col. Orinayo Orye- 
man. minister of land and 
water resources, were being 
taken Wednesday for ques¬ 
tioning when they tried to 
overpower the driver of the 
vehicle, causing a collision. It 
said the three prisoners were 
killed and the driver was cri¬ 
tically injured. 

Archbishop Luwum, 52, was 
spiritual leader of some three 
million Anglican Christians in 
Uganda, Rwanda, Burundi 
and Boga-Zaire. 

About half of Uganda’s 11.6 
million people are Christians. 
About 15 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation , including Amin, is 
Moslem. 

Amin was described by a 
senior government official as 
“shocked and stunned” by the 
deaths. “There was no foul 
play whatever,” the official 
said. “It was just one of those 
terribly sad things.” 

The International Commis¬ 
sion of Jurists in Geneva 
termed the deaths assassi¬ 
nation and said, “The pre¬ 
tense that they were killed in 
a motor accident will deceive 
no one.” 

The commission, made up 
of law teachers, judges, and 
lawyers from the non-Com- 
munist world, said the deaths 
added urgency to appeals for 
a United Nations investigation 
into “a consistent pattern of 
gross violations of human 
rights in Uganda.” 

The All-Africa Conference 
of Churches said in Nairobi 
the deaths were “murder,” 
and that Amin had declared 
war against educated persons. 

Andrew Young, the U.S. 
ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions, also catted it assassi¬ 
nation. 

He included in his criticism 
the death earlier this week of 
a young black in police deten¬ 
tion in South Africa. He fell 
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(iartnell Thursday asked 
Christian churches to declare 
a week of prayer for Christians 
under persecution In Uganda. 

The week will likely star I 
Sunday, as all Anglican min 
isters have been asked to ini 
tiate It then, a diocesan of¬ 
ficial said Thursday. 

Most Rev. E. W. Scott, 
archbishop of Canada, said In 
a telegram sent to dioceses 
across the country that the 
“persecution of the church i» 
under way” In Uganda. 


OIL ATTACK 

Defence: 
Don’t let 
it happen 

Second of three parts

A 1976 Environment Canada report on the Mizushi¬ 
ma oil spill in Japan makes some disturbing conclu¬ 
sions about the dangers of an oil spill on the coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

Its conclusions: 

• Damage to the economy, society and environ¬ 
ment of a region can occur from an pil spill even if of¬ 
ficials are prepared for a spill. 

• Canada doesn’t have the labor force or the oil- 
spill equipment available to Japan, yet its (Pacific) 
coastline is longer, as rugged, and less accessible by 
land. 

• Canada would therefore have more difficulty 
fighting a similar spill. 

• The answer is to make sure, through “dedicated 
preventive activities.” that oil spills do not happen. 


Technology in infancy 

The report’s author, Give Nicol. a technician with 
the Environmental Protection Service in Vancouver, 
also concluded that research is needed to develop oil- 
spill containment, which is still in its “infancy.” 

Ironically, oil companies spend only a fraction of 
their profits on this research. 

A minor leak near the bottom of a coastal refinery 
tank at the Mitsubishi refinery in Mizushima burst into 
a flood on Dec. 18. 1974, and hot Bunker-C oil sprayed 
from a 30-foot gap in the tank. 

By the time the valves could be shut off. JJie huge 
tank had “buckled and split like a paper bag,” the 
report said. 

More Hhan 10 million imperial gallons flowed a few 
hundred yards along refinery roads, enteved a canal 
which led to an oil separator, and flowed over the sepa¬ 
rator into an artificial harbor. 


Oil moved in sheets 

The Maritime Safety Agency was contacted, and 
refinery workers placed booms (floating barriers) 
around the spill in the harbor. These proved useless. 
Spraying the oil with chemical dispersants also failed. 

The report said there were not enough dispersants 
and mixing equipment on hand; cold water caused the 
oil to become “tacky”, and the oil moved too fast for 
containment. 

Tides and wind carried the Mitsubishi oil more than 
2,000 feet up rivers. The wind moved it in sheets across 
the Inland Sea to the opposite coast of Shikoku. 

The fishing industry in two ports near Mizushima 
was “severely damaged.” 

Fish that weren’t poisoned or didn’t starve from the 
effects of the oil were unmarketable, the rejjort states. 
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Fined pilots map appeal 


OTTAWA (CP) -The Ca¬ 
nadian Air Line Pilots Associ¬ 
ation will appeal a federal 
court ruling on Thursday that 
found the association and its 
leaders in contempt of court 
for breaking a court injunc¬ 
tion during last June’s na¬ 
tional air crisis. 

In a telephone interview 
from CALPA’s Brampton. 
Ont. headquarters, spokesman 
Roger Burges s-Webb aaid 
Thursday night : 

“The ruling was fairly lega¬ 


listic with a number of points 
on which we can appeal. 

"We are going to appeal the 
court’s decision.” 

He said the association does 
not feel the ruling affects or 
detracts from the associa- 
tion’s role and responsibility 
as the professional voice of 
pilots. 

Mr. Justice A. A. Cattanach 
of the Federal Court of Cana¬ 
da said in a 108-page judg¬ 
ment released late Wednes¬ 
day that some actions by the 


aviation union were motivated 
more by a policy dispute with 
the federal government than 
with the actual air safdty situ¬ 
ation at the time of the work 
stoppages last June. 

He said the Canadian Air 
Line' Pilots Association CAL- 
PA and three top CALPA 
leaders did not do all they 
could to ensure compliance 
with a court injunction order¬ 
ing pilots back to work during 
the national air strike. 

He ordered CALPA to pay a 


$5,000 fine and he fined 
CALPA president Ken Maley 
$1,000. Robert MacKinnon, an¬ 
other top union official, and 
Norman Foster, a Toronto 
local leader, were fined $500. 

• The union leaders have 
been given 45 days to pay or 
face 30-day joil terms. 

The ruling is the latest in a 
series of court judgments on 
charges brought against pilots 
and aJr traffic controllers 
arising from work stoppages 
last June.

In Britain.^ftie former colo¬ 
nial power in Uganda, Labor 
member of Parliament Gre- 
ville Janner said the accident 
report “looks like another 
cover-up for a disgraceful and 
bloody murder.” He said he 
would try to have Amin de¬ 
nied entry to Britain for the 
Commonwealth conference in 
June. 

The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury, Dr. Donald Coggan. 
<*aid he was horrified at the 
death of a “dear friend” and 
did not believe the L^andan 
church leader was plotting 
against Amin. 

Dr. Coggan read to the gen¬ 
eral synod of the Church of 
England a letter sent to Amin 
by 18 Ugandan Anglican bish¬ 
ops only two days before the 
deaths occurred. 

The letter said: “The gun 
whose muzzle has been 
pressed against the archbish¬ 
op’s stomach, the gun which 
has been used to search the 
Rishop of Bukeli’s house, is 
the gun which is being pointed 
at every Christian in the 
church. 

"We have buried many who 
have died as a result of being 
shot. There are many more 
whose bodies have not been 
found. Their disappearance is 
connected with some 
members of the security 
forces.” 

Dr. Coggan urged Ugandan 
Christians to stand firm but 
bad no message for Amin “at 
this stage.” He later led spe¬ 
cial prayers for Archbishop 
Luwum at St. Margaret’s 


church beside Westminster 
Abbey. 

Archbishop Luwum and the 
two cabinet ministers were 
arrested following a rally in 
.Kampala at which they were 
implicated by threp other men 
who confessed to taking part 
in the alleged plot against 
Amin. 

As the three men read their 
statements, 3,000 troops 
brought from all parts of the 
country shouted “Kill them! 
Kill them today!” But Amin 
said the prisoners would get a 
military trial.

An unknown amount of 
sludge eventually sank to the 
bottom in several places in 
the’Inland Sea, according to 
reports of both government 
and private research. 

Eleven months after the 
spill.Nicol found dead clams 
under the sand on beaches. 

Fishermen claimed the al¬ 
tered environment had re¬ 
duced the numbers of fish,- 
shellfish and octopus. 

Iiocal residents complained 
of an oily taste in the fish, 
and oil appearing when clams 
were placed in pots of water. 

In* affected areas, the 1975 
crop of edible seaweed — a 
staple in Japan — Was only 
10 per cent of the- normal 
yield. The 1974 crop was wiped 
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out by the spill. Nicol noted 
that the Inland Sea was an in¬ 
tensive sea-farming region 
where fishing was as mpch a 
way of life as an enterprise. 

The populations of minute 
sealife (plankton) ‘dropped 
dramatically then “'bloomed,” 
causing the red-tide phenome¬ 
non which is fatal to other 
marine life. 

Nicol stressed, however, 
that the spill was not the “be¬ 
ginning of the death” of the 
Inland Sea. 

IDs conclusions, that Cana¬ 


da would be*in deep trouble in 
the event of a major spill, 
contradict assurances of oil 
Industry spokesmen who 
downplay the hazards of spills 
with the aid of a significant 
advertising campaign.

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Federal policies a flop 
in Quebec, PM admits 


Federal Fisheries and Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Romeo 
I.eBlanc said In Victoria 
Thursday he was concerned 
with the ad hoc approach to 
the problem on the West 
Coast. 

He said a study of oil tanker 
traffic and the risks involved 
with oil spills on the Atlantic 
Coast will probably provide the 
basis for regulations to gov¬ 
ern tankers using Pacific 
Coast routes. 

The minister said that while 
oceanographic factors dif¬ 
fered between the two coasts, 
Atlantic studies should be, 
able to provide a model for 
tanker traffic control. 

“But tankers will be with us 
for a 16ng time If we want to 
have access to resources,” 
I^eBlanc said. 

He added that w*hile there 
would always be pressure on 
those who operate tankers in 


territorial waters, the govern¬ 
ments involved must address 
themselves to the risks 
tankers create. 


TORONTO (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau admitted to 
an auditorium of high school 
students Thursday that his 
government’s policies have 
failed to convince Quebec res¬ 
idents that they are better off 
in Canada than in an indepen¬ 
dent province. 

Asked by a student at East 
York Collegiate Institute 
whether the success of the 
separatist Parti Quebecois 
government in Quebec means 
his federal policies have 
failed, Trudeau replied: 

“Yes it does. It suggests 
lhat we haven’t done enough 


to convince Quebecers . . . 
that within Canada they are 
better off.” 

Trudeau said his bilin¬ 
gualism policies have either 
been wrong or they were im¬ 
plemented too quickly, creat¬ 
ing an “English backlash” 
against the “French pow'er in 
Ottawa.” 

Another student asked what 
Trudeau intended to do to 
keep Queberc in Confedera¬ 
tion. 

He said it was important to 
make Quebecers understand 
that through federal policies, 
constitutional changes and 
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U.S. won’t sell 
"concussion’ bomb 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
The United States has decided 
not to sell Israel highly de¬ 
structive concussion 'bombs. 

The decision, made by Pres¬ 
ident Carter upon the advice 
of the state and defence de¬ 
partments, was announced by 
White HoOse spokesman Jody 
Powell. 

Israel had sought the con¬ 
cussion bombs, which spray a 
mist of kerosene that is then 
ignited, for possible use 
against concrete bunkers 
shielding Arab surface-to-air 
missiles. 

But the bombs, designated 
CBU-72, are also highly de¬ 
structive to human life. They 
dxhaust all the air over a 
wide area. Including that 
from the lungs of anyone 
nearby. 

State department spokes¬ 
man Fred Brown said the 
United States had decided not 
to sell the concussion bombs 
to any other country and w r as 
reviewing whether the weap¬ 
on is needed even by the U.S. 


The Washington announce¬ 
ment of Carter's decision to 
ban the bomb sale coincided 
with the visit to Cairo by U.S. 
State Secretary Cyrus Vance, 
who is on a six-country tour of 
the Middle East. 

In Tel Aviv the Israeli am¬ 
bassador to Washington, Sim- 
cha Dinitz, said Israel and the 
United States would look for a 
substitute for the bomb. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said the decision was a 
positive step and announced 
he plans to visit the U.S. early 
in April. Vance brought the 
invitation to Sadat in Cairo on 
the second stop of his tour. 

Sadat also calffcd for formal 
links between the Palestinians 
and Jordan as a means of 
solving "the core of the prob¬ 
lem’ in resuming Middle 
East peace negotiations in 
. Geneva. 

The Israelis have refused to 
deal directly with the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization 
(PLQ) and have suggested in 
Ihe past the Palestinians be 
represented by Jordan. 


government programs, “they 
can be themselves in a united 
Canada.” 

He said he wanted to get 
English-speaking Canadians 
to understand what he re¬ 
ferred to as the French fact. 

The French fact and Hie fu¬ 
ture of Confederation con¬ 
sumed much of the prime 
minister’s pubhc appearance 
here, where he held the first 
full meeting of his cabinet 
outside Ottawa. 

At his regular weekly news 
conference following the 
meeting, Trudeau told report¬ 
ers that the rise in the sepa¬ 
ratist movement was a reac- 
. tion by Quebecers to English- 
speaking Canadians who do 
not accept French-speaking 
citizens. * 

“That is at the root of our 
present difficulty,” he said. 
English Canadians are wait¬ 
ing for everyone toi learn 
their language instead of ac¬ 
cepting the fact that ”20 per 
cent of our people do not 
speak any other language 
than French.” 

However, at the school 
later, Trudeau said he could 
not pin the blame on English- 
Canada only. 

“I think there have been 
mistakes on both sides of the 
linguistic barrier,” he said. 

He said admitting this 
might prove best in the long 
run and make Canadians face 
the question head on Que¬ 
becers would have to decide 
whether they want to stay in i 
Canada and the rest of Cana¬ 
da would have to decide 
whether they want them to 
stay. 

Both sides “need a greater 
understanding of the reality 
and existence of the other,” 
.he said. — 

The hundreds of students 
listened politely during the 
question-and-answer session 
where Trudeau was In¬ 
troduced as a man waging ”a 
battle to keep Canada unit¬ 
ed^—

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
U.S. Interior Secretary Cecil 
Andrus • said Thursday an 
investigation of four natural 
gas fieMs-m tfce Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico found that production had 
been reduced, and he called 
for a sweeping study to see if 
he should order a speedup of 
gas production. 

Andrus said the Investiga¬ 
tion found that production had 
fallen sharply in the past two 
years in three gas fields 
which were studied and in 
these, along with a fourth 
field, production targets had 
been, lowered by the produc¬ 
ers. 


A statement issued by 
Andrus said there might be 
good explanations for these 
events and said he was not 
trying to blame the producers 
for the present energy crisis 
in the U.S. 

However. Andrus said he 
Would order an inquiry to 
“focus, rm the question of 
what the department can do 
to assure increased produc¬ 
tion in the future from the 
outer continental shelf, rather 
than fixing blame for the 
present energy crisis.'.'

Peking celebran ts 
on spending spree 


PEKING (Reuter) — After 
a traumatic year of political 
upheavals and natural cala¬ 
mities, the Chinese people 
today went on a spending 
spree as they prepared to wel¬ 
come the Year of the Snake. 

Huge crowds clogged Pek¬ 
ing stores and makeshift 
shops were set up on street 
corners as the capital stocked 
up for the four-day spring-fes¬ 
tival starting today. 

It marks the end of the 
lunar Year of the Dragon, 
which brought earthquakes, 
floods, political purges and 
the deaths of Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and Premier Chou 
En-lai. 

Unlike previous years, there 
were no official calls for fru¬ 
gality. 

An article in the People’s 
Daily newspaper said the 
Communist party had shown 
its care and warmth for the 
masses by providing extra 
supplies. 


Firecrackers thundered in 
the back-alleys as people lin¬ 
ed irt the winter sun to buy 
candy, paper lanterns, toys 
and rarely available brands 
of cigarettes. 

In some streets, sides of 
beef were piled up on freezing 
pavements while “outdoor 
butchers” cut up meat. The 
official news agency reported 
150,000 people packed the 
largest department store. 

Trains were crammed with 
workers heading home fop 
brief family reunions 
Theatres staged revivals of 
revolutionary operas. 

But for many in North 
China it was another un¬ 
comfortable night.. Thousands 
in Peking are still living in 
simple roadside shelters in 
case of further earthquakes. 

Officially, the capital and 
several other cities are still 
on earthquake alert.

K NOW WHAT AN ANIMATOR IS? If you think it is 
an artist who prepares cartoons for motion 
picture use you'd be right, according to most 
dictionaries. But you’d be wrong, wrong, wrong, 
according to Ottawa 

This interesting piece of information came to light 
only last week when Tory MP Tom Cossitt asked what 
appeared to be a most unusual question — this : ' What 
is a definition of the duties performed by persons 
receiving grants from the Department of the 
Secretary of State classified as animators under the 
government’s bilingual program and is one of their 
tasks to go into an area to agitate members of either a 
French or English minority group into pushing for 
minority language rights?" 

To which Secretary of State John Roberts replied: 
“Animation in a minority environment is a practical 
technique for ensuring language and cultural rights. 
The animator is concerned with groups’ sociocultural 
identification. He seeks to arouse their self-esteem 
and maximize their participation in various 
organizations through projects that promote their 
development and self-determination. Recipients of 
grants for animation purposes encourage members of 
French and English-speaking minority groups to 
participate in community activities by making it 
possible for them to express their creative abilities 
and by awakening their pride in possessing, 
preserving and strengthening their Canadian 
cultural heritage.” 


Interesting 0 It gets even better. 

Mr. Cossitt asked another question or two: What 
is a list of such grants given in the past four years? 
What are the names and addresses of the recipients? 
How many were involved with furthering- or 
encouraging (1) English language services (2.) 
French language services? Are such grants still made 
and are the animators sometimes referred to as Social 
Development Officers?" 

In his reply the secretary of state provided a list of 
all organizations which had received grants during the 
period 1972-76. They totalled 15. ten providing French 
language services and five English. The French 
language organizations were (are) located in 
Manitoba. Saskatchewan. Alberta. British Columbia. 
Ontario. Prince Edward Island, Nova Sfcotia, New 
Brunswick and Newfoundland. The English, all in 
Quebec. 

In the period covered a total of $3,267,055 was paid 
out to the various organizations in federal grants: 
$3,017,980 to French language animators and $249,075 
to English language animators. 

And yes, he said, grants are still being made, but 
no, animators are not called Social Development 
Operators. 

And so there it is, all on record in Hansard. A 
brand-new 20th-century Canadian definition for a 19th- 
century word.

W ILLIAM VANDER ZALM of foot-in-mouth fame 
told the Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce he wanted to set the record straight. What 
he seemed to try to do, however, was to muddle it. 

The human resources minister's speech appeared 
to be a response to Mayor Michael Young s 
extraordinary 1977 inaugural speech in which he laid 
on the line the provincial government's poor treatment 
of Victoria. 

Two of Mayor Young’s chief complaints concerned 
provincial buildings in the capital city. The 
government, he said, had dislocated Victoria's 
economic growth (in one way) by overdevelopment. In 
three years it had built hundreds of thousands of 
square feet of unneeded office space, leaving 400.000 
feet of privately developed space vacant. And because 
the government paid grants in lieu of taxes on its 
properties only at about one-third of the going rate, the 
city suffered a shortfall of between $1 million and $1 4 
million in taxes, 10 per cent of the total levy. 


And how did Mr. Vander Zalm answer? Not by 
noting that the New Democrats had initiated the 
overdevelopment, and the Socreds had cut it back. Not 
by giving some rav of hope that the government's 
taxpaying ways might be under review. He answered 
by saying that when the NDP took office, the city was 
receiving about $300,000 in property taxes from the 
government: that when the Socreds took office, the 
city was getting about $400,000, and that 14 months 
later the sum had increased to just under $800,000 — 
with other benefits a total of about $1 million. And 
that, he said, is ‘a whole lot better than $400,000." 

The increase — to make the record clear — could 
only have resulted from the completion of more 
government buildings, and the fact remains that the 
government is paying the equivalent of 15 mills when 
Victoria s rate last year was 48.5 mills. 

Two and a half million dollars in taxes, one might 
suggest, would be a whole lot better than $800,000. 


A problem Joe Clark and Bill 
Davis have in common is that of 
trying to develop an acceptable 
stance toward the separatist 
threat’’ in Quebec.

And although Bill Davis 
might find it more convenient 
for the whole subject to be 
swept under the rug for a 
while, the complexity of the 
subject would suggest that if 
ever the problem is to be clear 
and understood, some hard 
thinking is required at once 
before the course of history is 
set.

“It is the property of intel¬ 
ligence to perceive things in 
germination." So said ancient 
Chinese philosopher Lao Tzu. 
And he was right. The hallmark 
of true intelligence is the 
capacity to discern budding 
trends in seemingly insignifi¬ 
cant events and prescribe a 
course of action to forestall or 
minimize harmful conse¬ 
quences. 

Together with sterling 
character and courage, intel¬ 
ligence is thus the key prere¬ 
quisite of wise and effective

9 Measured by this yardstick. 
Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau's intelligence rating 
is. contrary to the prevailing 
notion of his intellectual bril¬ 
liance. pretty poor. For while 
he is undoubtedly quick-witted 
and flippantly smart (his 
debating sophistry is deserved¬ 
ly legendary), his capacity to 
perceive things in ger¬ 
mination’' and nip in the bud 
foreseeable trouble is virtually 
nil 

The record of his nine years 
in office as prime minister is 
literally crammed with exam¬ 
ples of his failure to foresee 
and anticipate even short-term 
developments from their ger¬ 
minating stage.

In the political field Trudeau 
followed the same ruinous 
course in dealing with fran¬ 
cophone separatism which he 
declared dead shortly before 
the separatist party swept 
Quebec’s provincial election 
last November. 

Criticism from a hindsight 
perch is, of course, easy. So is 
realization in retrospect that 
the whole approach to the 
Quebec problem, as even 
Trudeau now begins to admit, 
could and should have been dif¬ 
ferent. 

For example, at his last 
press conference the PM ad¬ 
mitted, under questioning, that 
perhaps the whole approach to 
constitutional reform through 
the instrumentality of federal- 
provincial conferences may 
have been wrong.

sue hfJliqd clQSed doors.

Like our new defence 
minister’s sudden recognition 
of the perils of the Soviet 
military build-up that has been 
going on for at least 15 years, 
this realization of error in the 
whole approach to growing 
strains on confederation comes 
a bit late in the day. An intel¬ 
ligent leadership should and 
would have seen the un¬ 
suitability of secret federal- 
provincial conferences for 
dealing with such a crucial is¬ 
sue. 

Mr. Trudeau, who is above 


all a constitutional expert, now 
realizes that maximum' possi¬ 
ble public involvement is es¬ 
sential for political viability of 
any major constitutional 
change. Perhaps the best way 
to handle the problem, he now 
says, would be to elect a 
special assembly to draft a new 
constitution.

The future brightens. Does 
National New Democratic 
Party Leader Ed Broadbent 
say he can’t buy it? Things 
couldn't look better. 

So, when Mr. Morris an¬ 
nounces that the stage is set for 
tripartitism. we need not con¬ 
clude that the CLC has made a 
convert. The bright future may 
be only in the eye of the 
beholder. 


This is indeed the best way to 
deal with the type of challenge 
Quebec’s “quiet revolution’’ 
has presented from its start. 

It s not an original or untried 
idea. Nor has it been 
overlooked in the long agoniz¬ 
ing over what should be done 
and how to steer the Quebec 
ferment in|o constructive 
channels.

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Rhodesia: 
The choice 
is words 
or bullets

The Rhodesian crisis presents two conflicting develop¬ 
ments: the accelerated build-up for a war. with a much 
larger element of international involvement, and the de¬ 
mand for a more vigorous diplomatic intiative to stop the 
war from being enlarged: 

The Russians are encouraging the first course. The Af¬ 
rican front-line presidents (including Mozambique’s Pre¬ 
sident Samord Machel). as well as South Africa, still 
remain committed to a negotiated settlement. 

The African leaders nevertheless sound bloodthirsty 
in their public assertions about a possible resport to fight¬ 
ing. First, they are by no means convinced that the 
Western powers are prepared to exert the necessary pres¬ 
sures on the Smith regime to compel it to negotiate: so they 
must keep their second option open. Secondly, they believe 
that only the growing reality of a serious war, involving the 
Communist nations, will force Washington, London and 
Pretoria to apply real pressure. 

In Angola, the Russians seized the opportunity to in¬ 
tervene decisively on the side of the militant MPLA at a 
time when the United States was half-heartedly supporting 
its opponents. But when the South African forces crossed 
the frontier, black Africa closed ranks behind the MPLA 
and against the leaders favored by South Africa and the 
United States. 

\ ♦ ♦ ♦ 

A similar position is developing over Rhodesia — with 
a great potential for Russian involvement. The Zimbabwe 
Independent People s Army (ZIPA> and the patriotic front 
led by Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe (suspected.of 
being a Marxist in Western circles) have the strong back¬ 
ing of most African states. More important, they have the 
guns. ^ 

If it came to a showdown, the victory will go to those 
with the guns. The Russians are anxious to get themselves 
openly acknowledged as the major benefactor of the 
emerging black states. 

But ZIPA still prefers to stick to the Chinese, who 
have trained the major part of their forces for the last 
seven years. The Chinese stubbornly oppose the Russians 
and Cubans. There are no Cuban instructors in the ZIPA 
camps. But in the event of an enlarged war. the Russians 
will find a way to get invovled. 

The Rhodesians have been launching deep attacks into 
Mozambique under the pretext of destroying the guerrilla 
camps there, and their forces are cbming into open 
conflict with Mozambique's Frelimo forces. 

Since Mozambique has not yet had enough time to 
train its army for defence, the Rhodesian assaults have 
presented a major security threat to Machel’s regime. His 
need is to bolster his national defence — more especially, 
as seems likely, if the Rhodesians increase their attacks 
on Mozambique. 

Machel’s urgent need is for military allies capable of 
halting the Rhodesian attacks. He has three options — a 
collective army raised by independent African states, the 
Chinese, or the Russians and Cubans. 

Tanzania has already put some of its troops into 
Mozambique. In the next few days African leaders will 
meet in Lusaka to decide on what military steps to take to 
meet the Rhodesian challenge. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

In South Africa. Prime Minister John Vorster wants to 
avoid getting his army involved if there is heavy fighting 
in Rhodesia, but it is open to doubt whether he could con¬ 
trol a right-wing backlash among white South Africans 
without, at least, allowing a substantial number of “volun¬ 
teers’’ to beef up the Rhodesian army. 

The question of “volunteers” is already being exploit¬ 
ed by the Russians as presenting clandestine Western sup¬ 
port for Smith. It could become a critical issue if the war 
heats up. 

There is one other scenario. That, recognizing the 
dangers of what is likely to happen once the struggle over 
Rhodesia becomes internationalized, a more vigorous dip¬ 
lomatic initiative will succeed. 

The hope that it might succeed lies in the fact that the 
front line presidents, Vorster and the Western nations all 
have their own different interests for preferring a nego¬ 
tiated settlement. Since they now all broadly accept the 
British proposals as a suitable basis for new negotiations, 
their task is to produce swift pressures on white Rhode¬ 
sians to back away from the chasm before iH^too late. 

The United States must convincingly dejnonstrate that 
it will under no circumstances come to Smith’s aid: it 
should declare itself on the side of Mozambique and the 
patriotic front. Secondly. Britain must back the Americans 
and demonstrate that it now considers the southern Afri¬ 
can crisis as one of its major concerns. Third, and most 
crucially, Vorster must (without publicity) cut off arms 
and fuei supplies to Rhodesia 

This might look like a tough recipe to put new hope 
into the diplomatic*initiative: but it could turn out to be a 
small price to pay when compared with the cost of failure

and instability 

Almost as baffling as the smile of the Sphinx down in the 
mists of Giza. President Anwar el-Sadat has mysteriously 
disappeared from public view. 

Egypt's near-revolutionary riots a few weeks ago cer¬ 
tainly shocked him. His prestige is certainly at zero. Cairo 
throbs with speculation 

Some even predict Sadat will fall this year. If he does, 
over-reliance on the Americans, upper-class Egyptian cor¬ 
ruption. and insensitivity to the drab needs of the masses will 
have done in a president who behaved too much like a 
peacock in a country of paupers. 

Whether he goes or shakily stays. Sadat will be one more 
victim of Watergate. When Nixon came to Egypt in 1974. 
after the ceasefire with Israel and just before his own ig¬ 
nominious fall, he came like a Roman general at a triumph. 

There were motorcades, banners, flags, even rose-petals in 
his path. Sadat, elated, smiled a reassuring accomplice's 
smile at his side. 

In speeches the golden promises followed: A new Egypt: 
skyscrapers on the Suez Canel: housing for all; jobs: 
prosperity for all, fuelled by Nixon’s dollars. 

Now in Alexandria, where the triumphant rose-petals 
had lain in 1974.1 look at the burnt-out shell of Sadat’s Arab 
Socialist Union building and see where his portrait had been 
tom down. I walk past the fine, baroque 19th-century 
facades, now peeling and grimy, to a gutted bank. 

A calm European, who knows the place, said: “People 
thought Nixon, by simply saying that he would, had already 
given them real riches.” We inspected the blackened shell of 
a police station. “Now.” he said. “Sadat having handed 
out dreams, is exposed as a deceiver.’’ 

A Palestinian here put his finger on another point: “The 
Egyptian people have now risen successfully oqpe. The 
government had to cancel the price rise. The second time is 
always easier than the first.” 

Today’s unease in Cairo partly stems from Sadat’s odd 
behavior since those traumatic riots. He has said nothing. He 
has not appeared on television. He was expected to speak but 
did not. 

Nasser would have driven boldly to some public place — 
say, the university — and verbally belabored the students 
for hours until they begged for sleep. Sadat has become the 
invisible man of Egypt. 

It is the horrendous state of Egypt’s economy — not 
Communists — which caused the near revolution, which 
made the gilded-rich middle class that Sadat has fostered 
lock the doors of their smart Zamaleck apartments, fearing 
that 1952 — the riots of Black Friday when Farouk’s Cairo 
was burnt — had come again.

What of the Communist “conspiracy” 0 Perhaps, people 
think^once the mobs had taken to the streets, small, activist 
(leftist) groups — they might have been Nasserites. too. 
with a smattering of the right-wing Muslim brotherhood 
— could have joined in to keep the pot boiling. 

What can Sadat do to be saved? By now. the grim answer 
seems to be: Very little. From the time of Nixon's visit it has 
been downhill all the way. By abrogating the Soviet- 
Egyptian treaty of friendship and co-operation after the 1973 
war. Sadat hpped for very generous American and Arab aid. 
Some money came but not what he had hoped. 

Visiting American businessmen — ponderous with the 
mystique of General Motors and other giant concerns — 
were shepherded by eager American diplomats into Cairo's 
hot offices. Press officers babbled of rush factory projects 
across the land. But hope ran into the sand: The confidence 
in Egypt was not there. Canny businessmen thought of the 
risks of war, and new regimes, renewed socialization, se¬ 
questration. V 

The American government hafc sent huge sums, but 
mostly in long-term projects. Its $500 million annual com¬ 
modity and food aid was squandered on imported inessen¬ 
tials — limousines, Coca-Cola. TV sets, chic bedroom suites 
in satin with gold tassels. 

Arab governments, mainly Saudi Arabia, sent money 
too. But. as someone said to me this week, “only enough 
to keep Sadat's economic head just below water.” 

The state of Egypt is appalling. First, its population of 39 
million increases one million a year. Secondly, it has no sub¬ 
stantial resource to sustain it. The Suez Canai dues bring in a 
few hundred thousand dollars, oil is exported, but not 
very much: tourism can never be expanded to support the 
economy, even though it brought in 751,500 tourists and $240 
million in 1976. 

Sadat has rashly emphasized 1980 as the year of salva¬ 
tion. of breakthrough to prosperity, but the truth is much 
harsher. If — and one must repeat that “if” — Egypt's 
friends provide massive cash loans on easy terms to buy food 
or day-to-day commodities, there could be some salvation. 
But not in two or three years — much more like 20 years. 

Sadat’s form of democracy is a limited one in which 
there are elections for three approved parties — right, 
centre, left — in which about 30 per cent of the electorate 
voted last year. Sadat was voted back to power last 
September with 99.939 per cent “ves” votes — but only 13 per 
cent voted. (The next day Cairo was paralyzed by a transport 
strike. > 

With Sadat, too — and this has proved crucial — a smart- 
aleck, sports car-racing, snappy-dressing elite mfddle class 
has replaced the former army-officer elite. Statuesque 
women in Paris fashions of the type I haven t seen here since 
the fifties hog the pavements. Old-school Egyptians — in safe 
havens abroad during the Nasser years — have come back to 
claim their estates, their villas, their massive, mock Second 
Empire furniture, their “rightful” place in Egypt's society. 

But it is not their rightful place anymore. There have 
been years of austerity, of establishing nationalism and 
socialism, of peasant and lower-middle-class boys dying in, 
Sinai or Yemen, of rationing, of black-outs, this is not 
Farouk's spuriously golden age. Life is hard and definitely 
earnest. 

Sadat is well-meaning. But he has shown an amazing in¬ 
sensitivity for a man born in a Nile delta village. Perhaps he 
listens too much to simplistic advice from his American ad¬ 
visers. At any rate, after the October war of 1973. he was a 
hero. When he welcomed Nixon he was riding high. It was 
good to liberalize life in Egypt and he did that to a point. He 
might have raised the money to save the economy — he may 
just possibly yet. He might have kept out the carpet-bagging 
profiteers.

The U.S. presidential election of 1976 passed with scarce¬ 
ly more than a nod of recognition trom college campuses 
across the country. 

Why? 

Students' lack of political enthusiasm seems primarily a 
result of the bleak economic situation. In addition, un¬ 
dergraduates today have valuable hindsight with which to 
ju^lge the activism of their counterparts in the 60s and its 
consequences. 

Finally, campus observers have had to deal with revela¬ 
tions ot political scandals and corporate fraud which would 
chill the most passionate reformer's heart. 

College students today are working with a new definition 
ol success, which includes survival and maintenance of a 
confortable standard of living rather than soul-satisfying 
fulfillment. Skillful accommodation, students now seem to 
believe, paves the way up. They further believe that up is the 
way to go * jt 

These beliefs can be tied directly to the discoiMfeing 
economic realities. Graduating students confront uncertain 
futures; gloomy statistics on their employability are com¬ 
mon knowledge. Everyone has heard stories of waitressing 
philosophy majors and gas-pumping biologists. 

This is a very different world from the one entered by 
graduates eight years ago, and student complacency is in 
part a reaction to this changed environment. 

Memories of the '60s include not only sit-ins and peaceful 
protest marches but the more frustrating and violent 
episodes: the shootings at Kent State and the May Day ar¬ 
rests. for instance. 

Youths who accepted constitutional promises of un¬ 
qualified equality fought alongside their black friends m the 
cause of civil rights, only to see the most noble leader of that 
cause, Martin Luther King, shot dead in their midst.

Frustrations and failures connected to student activism, 
do not fully explain the political abstinence of this genera¬ 
tion. Student attempts in the past to gain practical influence 
have been thwarted. 

While students marched against the war in Vietnam, for 
example, preparations were being made lor the secret inva¬ 
sion of Cambodia. 

While students demanded more environmental respon¬ 
sibility from corporations, those corporations were poison¬ 
ing the aif, the water, and in some cases their employees. 
This is not to mention the bribes used to secure foreign 
business deals. 

And, after all the noble aspiqjtions these young people 
tried to bring into careers irW public service, came 
Watergate. Despite the protests, despite the fine hopes, it 
happened. 

For all the students’ attempts to instigate reform from 
outside the system, it was established parts of that system 
which ultimately brought the U.S. safely through this scan¬ 
dal. 

It would be unfair to leave the impression that all stu¬ 
dents have shunned politics. That is obviously not the case; 
many devoted time and effort last year — not entirely for 
credit. But the devotion seemed calm, and it was not always 
ideologically justified. 

Flaming idealism has cooled considerably, and this 
is a result not only of adverse changes in the economy but of 
some judgments made concerning the activism of the '60s

The essential ingredient of 
knowledge was missing from 
the prosecution’s case against 
a man accused of possession of 
stolen property, Victoria 
county court Judge Montague 
Drake ruled Thursday. 

He acquitted Leslie Henry 
Smood, 20, of West Van¬ 
couver, after his lawyer, J. G. 
Thomson, made a motion of 
no evidence and sought ac¬ 
quittal. 

Smood was accused of 
possession of a Citizens Band 
radio worth more than $200 in 
Sidney May 27, "knowing the 
same to have been obtained 
by the commission in Canada 
of an offence punishable by 
indictment, to wit, theft." 

Sidney RCMP stopped 
Smood and a companion in a 
truck belonging to Smood’s fa¬ 
ther. Smood produced a CB 
radio which RCMP checked 
with their computer and found 


had been stolen in Port Alber- 
ni in October, 1975. 

Smood told police the radio 
belonged to him and he had 
bought it in March, 1976. 

Eric Hjelholt of Port Alber- 
ni said the CB radio was sto¬ 
len from his truck outside a 
sawmill Oct. 16 or 17, 1975,, 
and he identified the radio in 
court as his from certain re¬ 
pairs he had made. 

Judge Drake said the doc¬ 
trine of recent possession 
couldn’t apply in this situation 
because of a five-month inter¬ 
val from the theft to the time 
Smood bought it and because 
the radio wasn’t unique and 
was an "ordinary article of 
commerce." 

Without those points, he 
said, there was "really no 
proof of the essential ele¬ 
ment." 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett. 
said later the radio would be 
returned to Hjelholt. 


But. argued planner Jim 
Master-ton, the hospital will be 
a major facility. "No matter 
what you do you are going to 
attract other kinds of use." 

Not so, replied board chair¬ 
man Jim Campbell.

The history of an academic 
discipline can be as important 
to its understanding as its 
content. #ays a Toronto phi¬ 
losopher. 

Dr. Albert Woiters, profes¬ 
sor of the history of philoso¬ 
phy at the Institute for Chris¬ 
tian Studies in Toronto, said 
many academic disciplines 
taught in universities have a 
built-in bias resulting from 
basic premises which are ac¬ 
cepted as fact by those work¬ 
ing in the discipline. 

In some disciplines, such as . 
psychology, a single school of 
thought dominates the dis¬ 
cipline. and students who 
study in it are never even 
made aware that other 
schools of thought exist, he 
said. 

Behaviorism, the prevailing 
school in psychology today, 
has a number of buiitin pre¬ 
suppositions, Woiters said. 

It holds that man is an ani¬ 
mal, although a highly devel¬ 
oped one; that the environ¬ 
ment to which man responds 
is basically physical; that 
‘"mind” is simply a predispo¬ 
sition to behave In a certain 
manner, and that learning 
and educational theory can be 
explained in terms of physical 
; rewards and conditioning. 

The problem with this ap¬ 
proach is that competing 
schools of thought must strug¬ 
gle lor respectability if their 
ideas challenge the dominant 
school, Woiters said. 

Parapsychology, for in¬ 


stance, is only now beginning 
to acliieve a place in psychol¬ 
ogy. because behaviorism 
have retused to believe the 
results of experiments which 


challenge their own theories, 
no matter how solid the evi¬ 
dence, Woiters said. 

Even the "history of his¬ 
tory” reveuls the existence of 


changing schools of thought, 
Woiters said. 

He cited the case of a law¬ 
yer who went to the institute 
and was given an assignment 


Alienation is the price 
of Canada s vastness 


Alienation among regions is 
part of the price Canadians 
must pay for having the se¬ 
cond-largest country in the 
world, federal Labor Minister 
John Munro told an audience 
at Pearson College this week. 

He added Quebec indepen¬ 
dence would be cultural sui¬ 
cide for French Canada. 

“At times, the people of 
Western Canada have the im¬ 
pression that the central gov¬ 
ernment is far removed, not 
only geographically but also 
psychologically, from their 
problems. 

“Moreover, in the eastern 
part of the country there is a 
lecling that the West, in turn, 
is not very familiar with the 
issues which are important to 
the other regions of the 
country,” Munro said in a 
prepared text. 

“This is a normal attitude, 
if we take into consideration 


the wide expanse o\er which 
the population ol. Canada is 
dispersed.” 

Munro said the tensions 
.generated by these problems 
“can have a beneficial effect, 
if they force Canadians, wher¬ 
ever they may be, to be con¬ 
stantly on the alert, and 
bring out the best in all of us, 
from coast to coast” 

Munro said Canada had re¬ 
jected the “melting pot” con¬ 
cept which had well served 
the U.S. in its" territorial ex¬ 
pansion and population 
growth, in favor of multicul- 
turalism and two official lan¬ 
guages. 

” . . The presence of a 
nourishing French-language 
community is of invaluable 
assistance in our endeavors to 
assert our national character, 
and English-speaking Canadi¬ 
ans must realize this. 

“French Canadians, on the 


«<lher hand*, must understand 
that the Canadian framework 
serves to protect their lan¬ 
guage and culture. Canadians 
of both languages have no 
choice but to unite if they 
wish to maintain their basic 
identity,” Munro said. 

“English-speaking Canadi¬ 
ans are the only allies that 
French Canadians have in 
their efforts to resist the per¬ 
vasive influences of the most 
powerful nation in the world, 
which lies immediately to our 
south. 

“The Canadian framework 
therefore protects rather than 
threatens Quebec. 

“Should Quebecers break 
this framework, it would 
amount to suicide for the 
French culture in our country. 
It is sad that this essential 
fact is too otten forgotten in 
lK)th English and French Can¬ 
ada.” 


to study the history of tax 
law. 

“To him. history wasn’t im¬ 
portant. The law was there, 
cut and dried, and all that 
was left was to interpret it.” 

But an examination of the 
history of tax law soon con¬ 
vinced the student that legal 
theory is in a constant state of 
flux, which is reflected in 
laws themselves, Woiters 
said. 

By becoming aware of the 
history of a discipline. on<* 
can see more clearly the un- 
deriving social attitudes 
which have shaped it, Woiters 
said. • 

“The history of psychology, 
for instance, show's us the 
struggle that has gone on be¬ 
tween the spiritual forces at 
work in men. The dominant 
school of psychology often re¬ 
flects the philosophy of the 
whole society.” 

The Institute for Christian 
Studies, associated with the 
University of Toronto, is en¬ 
gaged in advanced research 
and teaching, Woiters said. 

It emphasizes “foundational 
studies” of various disciplines 
— their philosophy, methodol¬ 
ogy. history and theoretical 
issues, and examines the 
implications of a Christian 
view of human nature, cre¬ 
ation.. evil and redemption, 
culture and society, and esth¬ 
etics 

Woiters was in Victoria on a 
speaking tour. Hnd addressed 
audiences at the University of 
Victoria and a local church.

(AP) — Hundreds of young 
black Rhodesians are flowing 
through an overcrowded 
camp outside this city each 
week, heading for guerrilla 
training camps in neighboring 
Zambia. 

"Only by shipping them out 
almost daily on flights to 
Zambia can the authorities 
manage to control them all," 
said one British official. 

Volunteers for the guerril¬ 
las go across Rhodesia’s west¬ 
ern border into Francistown 
with refugees from the guer¬ 
rilla war. All are sent to the 
cramped. heavily-guarded 
camp and turned over, effec- 
if not officially, by Bots¬ 
wana police to Joshua Nko- 
mo’s Zimbabwe African Peo¬ 
ples Union. 

Nkomo’s group is one of two 
Rhodesian nationalist move¬ 
ments with guerrilla armies 
fighting across the border to 
unseat Rhodesia’s white mi¬ 
nority government. Many of 
the refugees quickly volunteer 
for training in ZAPU camps 
set up with the blessing of 
Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda.

Cabbies state case , fail to get hike 

Elderly-fare onus resented

Taxi companies shouldn’t 
be responsible for providing 
reasonably priced transpor- 
tation'*for the elderly, repre¬ 
sentatives of several Victoria 
taxi firms told city council’s 
finance committee Thursday. 

Shortly after, the aldermen 
flatly rejected their request 
for a 25 per cent increase in 
taxi fares. 

Officials of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Taxi Owners’ Associa¬ 
tion, who between them con¬ 
trol 109 of the city’s 140 cabs, 
appeared before the commit¬ 


tee, requesting permission to 
raise the flag charge to 51 
from 80 cents and the charge 
for each mile to 51 from the 
present 80 cents. 

They claimed to have lost 
money since fares were last 
increased 18 months ago. 

D. H. French, president of 
the association, told Uie com¬ 
mittee that costs had in¬ 
creased dramatically in that 
time. 

Gas and oil, he said, had 
increased in price by 33 per 
cent, insurance by 12 per 
cent, repair and maintenance 
by 40 per cent, wages by 25 
per cent. 


From other figures pro¬ 
duced by the association, Aid. 
Murray Glazier concluded 
that the fare structure re¬ 
quested by the association 
would give Victoria the 
highest taxi fares of seven 
cities in western Canada. ^ 

Edmonton has a higher flag 
charge of $L20, but the mile¬ 
age charge is 60 cents. Flag 
charge in Vancouver is 51, but 
mileage charge only 70 cents. 

Things weren’t going all 
that bad for the taxi firms, 
however, until Glazier asked 
how many old age pensioners 
were using cabs. 


French said the association 
completely rejected the notion 
that they, as one small seg¬ 
ment of the transportation in¬ 
dustry, should be held respon¬ 
sible for cheap transportation 
for the elderly. 

Provision of inexpensive 
transportation to old people 
on fixed incomes was clearly 
a government responsibility, 
he said. 

“God bless them, but 
they’re not our responsi¬ 
bility,” he said. 

The main income of taxi 
firms, he said, came from 
“tho drinking public.” If peo¬ 
ple could afford to drink, he 


added, they could afford to 
pay higher cab fares. 

He also urged the aldermen 
to consider a moratorium on 
taxi licences. Victoria, he 
said, had too many taxis. 

Asked by one of the aider- 
men for how much money 
taxi licences were traded in 
Victoria, French replied that 
they aren’t worth anything, 
because anyone could get a li¬ 
cence. 

Restricting the number of 
taxi licences would place a 
monetary value on them. In 
some Canadian cities taxi li¬ 
cences trade for 520,000 or 
more.

Pavilion: 
200 vets 
in lineup 


Ailing Vancouver Island 
veterans awaiting admission 
to Royal Jubilee’s Memorial 
Pavilion are on a points sys¬ 
tem, and applicants with the 
lowest points could, in same 
cases, wait forever. 

Newfoundland Tory MP 
Jack Marshall made the dis¬ 
closure this week when ad¬ 
dressing a meeting of the 
Royal United Services Insti¬ 
tute. •* 

The information, contained 
in a report Marshall obtained 
from the veterans affairs de¬ 
partment in Ottawa, showed 
only one of 13 hsopitals with 
no waiting list — the veterans 
wing of an Ottawa hospital. 

More than 200 veterans are 
awaiting admission for domi¬ 
ciliary care in the Jubilee’s 
pavilion. 

The average waiting period 
for veterans at most of tne 
hospitals on the list was any¬ 
where from three to 15 
months, said Marshall, his 
party’s veterans affairs critic. 

Marshall expressed alarm 
at the erosion of veterans’ 
rights on Vancouver Island, 
saying he agreed with the 
findings of a representative of 
the institute who recently 
termed the treatment of vet¬ 
erans in B.C. “scandalous.” 

Institute national chairman 
Lt.-Col. V. J. Pickin of Vic¬ 
toria claimed that the care 
and attention given war- 
disability cases by RJH auth¬ 
orities “has been of the lowest 
possible order.” 

Marshall urged veterans’ 
associations to speak out and 
demand the situation be rec¬ 
tified. 

“It’s only by your combined 
efforts that the lot of the vet- 
eran will be improved.” 

He assured the group that 
the department was “very 
concerned” about the prob¬ 
lems at the pavilion. Why else 
would the minister and his 
deputy visit the institution?” 

He also praised the Vic¬ 
toria-based Veterans’ Rights 
Association for ite work in ob¬ 
taining a better deal for vet¬ 
erans. 

Because of its work, a 
transfer agreement between 
the federal government and 
the Ontario government re¬ 
garding the Westminster Hos¬ 
pital in London, Ont., was 
stalled. 

“rt was a significant victo¬ 
ry.” Marshall said, noting 
that the minister (Daniel 
MacDonald) had since or¬ 
dered a halt to five other 
transfer agreements pending 
further study. 

He accused MacDonald of 
“trying to take the heat off 
his department at attacking a 
Victoria veterans group.” 

(After a two-day fact-find¬ 
ing tour in January, Mac¬ 
Donald accused the rights’ 
group of persecajfcng the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital.) 

Marshall deplored the di- 
mishing recognition afforded 
veterans and accused the fed¬ 
eral government of not living 
up to commitments made to 
veterans.

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Barrett throws punch 


at millionaire Socreds

Opposition leader Da\id 
Barrett took on “the million¬ 
aire” Social Credit govern¬ 
ment Thursday night, accus¬ 
ing it of self-interest and lack 
of economic planning, in a 
free-wheeling speech that 
touched on such diverse topics 
as Canadian unity and his 
own political future. 

Several times throughout 
the hour long speech, billed as 
the former premier’s first in 
Victoria since his govern¬ 
ment’s 1D75 election defeat, he 
was interrupted by thunders 
of applause from the overflow 
partisan crowd of about 700 at 
Oak ’Bay Junior Secondary 
School. 

“They’re sweating and wor¬ 
rying about how you people 
are getting along.” he joked 
with the crowd about the So¬ 
cial (^redit government whose 


membership includes eight 
millionaires. The govern¬ 
ment’s intention to abolish 
secession duties, he said, was 
pandering to the wealthy. 

He said he hadn’t seen ”... 
anything so gross as million¬ 
aires voting for themselves.” 

Barrett saved his sharpest 
criticism for the govern¬ 
ment’s apparent inactivity on 
unemployment in the prov¬ 
ince. 

“There’s not one major pro¬ 
gram by this government to 
provide jobs,” he said, nor he 
predicted would there be any 
programs within the next two 
years. 

However, Barrett had caus¬ 
tic backhand praise for what 
he called Economic Develop¬ 
ment minister Donald Phil¬ 
lips’ attempts to create jobs 
for judges and lawyers prob¬ 
ing the government. * 

He said there are seven 


probes now in the works and 
predicted more would come. 

He accused the Socred gov¬ 
ernment of natural resource 
giveaways through low coal 
and natural gas royalties and 
repeated a warning to inter¬ 
national oil companies of tax 
retaliation by his future gov¬ 
ernment should the environ¬ 
mentally dangerous Kitimat 
to Edmonton pipeline be built. 

He also came down solidly 
for a united Canada. 

“This country works better 
together than apart,’ ’he said 
later, adding that there was 
not “one single problem in 
Quebec that doesn’t have a 
sister or brother problem in 
British Columbia, New¬ 
foundland or Ontario . . .’’ 

Barrett told the crowd that 
momentarily after his defeat 
he considered other occupa¬ 
tions but realized “we’d start¬ 
ed a dream, we’d given 
hope.”

Douglas Lloyd Sproxton, 49, 
a sergeant in the Esquimau 
police force, was acquitted by 
Judge Lance Heard after an 
all-day trial. 

“I Will give the defendant 
the benefit of the doubt,” 
Heard said. 

Heard said that while 
Sproxton admitted during tes¬ 
timony that he struck the 
other car, driven by Russ 
Weston of 858% Phoenix, 
there was some doubt as to 
whether the policeman “drove 
away at tremendous speed” 
or stopped and looked back to 
see the other car leave the ac¬ 
cident scene. 

Heard based his decision 
partially on character 
witnesses called by defence 
lawyer Dermod Owen-Flood 
for the purpose of deciding 
guilt or innocence rather than 
in mitigation prior to passing 
sentence, the practice in the 
majority of cases. 

Taking the stand on his own 
defence, Sproxton told the 
court he had worked 12% 
hours June 29 and w’as head¬ 
ing home in an unmarked car 
shortly after midnight. 

He said he was heading 
north along Admirals in an 
Esquimau police vehicle, a 
1974 Dodge Coronet, and was 
turning right on a green light 
to head east on Craigflower 
when he felt a “click” during 
the turn. Sproxton said he tra¬ 
velled about 150 to 200 feet 
'before stopping to look back 
and saw that the other car 
was leaving the intersection. 

Sproxton said he waited for 
a while before proceeding the 
short distance home and no¬ 
ticed a car following him just 
before turning into his drive¬ 
way. He said he thought it 
was a neighbor and waved. 

Getting out of his vehicle in 
the driveway, Sproxton said 
he felt the bumper for dents, 
could feel none, and went in¬ 
side. 

He was awakened about 7 
a.m. June 30 by Colwtxxi 
RCMP who advised Sproxton 
he was involved in an ac¬ 
cident. He said he headed im¬ 
mediately to the Col wood 
RCMP detachment. *in whose 
jurisdiction the'mishap took 
place, and saw then that a 
headlight rim on his car had 0 
sustained a cut. 

Under questioning by crown 
counsel Richard Law. Sprox¬ 
ton. who said outside the 
court that he had been dis¬ 
ciplined by an internal police 
inquiry for failing to report an 
accident immediately, admit¬ 
ted that his first inspection of 
his police car was done in the 
dark and that the only area 
inspected was the bumper. 

In summing up Owen-Flood 
said that while Rita Robert¬ 
son^ owner of the oilier car in¬ 
volved in the accident, told 
the court Sproxton “took off 
fast around the bend,” the 
testimony of Weston and an¬ 
other witness made no 
suggestion of Sproxton speed¬ 
ing otf. 

Owen-Flood argued that by 
stopping and looking back, 
Sproxton complied with the 
section of the Motor Vehicle 
Act which says a person “shall 
remain at or immediately re¬ 
turn to the scene of an ac¬ 
cident.” 


Fetch plugs in to students at U Vic’s Student Union Building 


Petch Peeves 


UVic president opens up 
at weekly free-for-alls

He makes no promises, and 
defends his administration 
when he thinks it necessary, 
but University of Victoria 
president Dr. Howard Petch 
is also open and ready to lis¬ 
ten during the once-weekly 
free-for-alls dubbed “Petch 
Peeves” at UVic. 

Petch began Petch Peeves 
last September because stu¬ 
dents and faculty seemed hes¬ 
itant to make appointments to 
come in and see him about 
their problems at the univer¬ 
sity. Now he sets aside two 
hours every Thursday espe¬ 
cially for unscheduled talks 
with members of the universi¬ 
ty community. 

The location alternates be¬ 
tween his own office, where 
those who want to see him 
alone can have privacy, and a 
lounge in the Student Union 
Building where anyone who 
walks by has a chance to 
make their point. 

PETCH PEEVES makes 
Petch in effect the ombuds¬ 
man for the university. Slu- 
dents and f|Culty have the op¬ 
portunity toSget their com¬ 
plaints before the senior ad¬ 
ministrator of the university, 
a practice which benefits 
both sides. 

At this Thursday's session, 
one student argued for univer¬ 
sity facilities to be made, 
mure available to alumni. 


While he didn’t get any 
promises, Dale Bate said “it 
was a good opportunity to 
communicate with the ad¬ 
ministration. Dr. Petch is 
very receptive.” 

PETCH SPENT much of 
Thursday talking with a group 
of graduate students who 
found that a master’s pro¬ 
gram for which some of them 
had been preparing for the 
last year had suddenly decid¬ 
ed not to take new students 
next year, because faculty are 
already heavily committed 
with the present students. 

Petch said the problem was 
a matter of distributing re¬ 
sources, and added, “We 
don’t want to offer a program 
if we can’t guarantee that you 
will get a quality education in 
it. We could take you in and 
rubber stamp you, but it 
would be morally wrong to 
admit people to a program 
w here they could not get qual¬ 
ity instruction.” 

’■ 1 1 : 1 — 

BUT, HE ADMITTED, “our 
organization for graduate stu¬ 
dies is not very good,” and 
part of the problem was that 
responsibility for decisions 
appeared to fall between two 
positions. 

He told students that an out¬ 
side appraisal of the depart¬ 
ment was planned, to help de¬ 
termine where it should be 
putting its resources to meet 
the needs of students in its 
field. 


Petch Peeves gives him a 
valuable insight into the stu¬ 
dents’ point of view, Petch 
said. Some of the complicated 
red tape that students face 
can be cut if the administra¬ 
tion knows about it. 

“SOMETIMES, administra¬ 
tors are a little reluctant to 
make decisions,” as in the 
case of one student who ping- 
ponged back and forth be¬ 
tween two offices, each of 
which claimed the other 
should make the decision. 

“In a case like that, I tell 
the administrators that I can 
hire a clerk to record com¬ 
plaints, but I want them to 
make decisions, and I’m pre¬ 
pared to forgive them for 
making the wrung decision 
sometimes.” 

Petch Peeves is also a use¬ 
ful conduit for getting to the 
top issues which have been 
stymied at the middle. Com¬ 
mented one faculty member, 
“it’s strange that I can sit 
here and talk to you. but I 
can’t get the same hearing 
from my dean.*’ 

Actually only about one- 
third of the matters that come 
up at Petch Peeves are com¬ 
plaints, Petch says. 

“About one-third of what I 
hear is complaints, one third 
is positive suggestions, and 
the other third is just people 
wanting to talk about where 
the university is going, and 
general matters of that na¬ 
ture.”

If the bank did move, Saint- 
Amour said it would mean 
more deposits for Quebec fi¬ 
nancial institutions such as 
credit unions, the Bank Cana¬ 
dian National and the Banque 
Provincial du Canada. “These 
institutions invest in Quebec.” 

The Royal Bank announced 
Tuesday it is moving parts of 
three head-office departments 
in Montreal to Toronto. Aboui 
100 people in the Montreal 
head office will be trans¬ 
ferred. 

Saint-Amour, whose council 
supports the Parti Quebecois. 
also criticized the attitude of 
companies that are trying to 
“destabilize the Quebec econ¬ 
omy” in considering depart¬ 
ing the province. 

Some companies were at¬ 
tempting to create a climate 
of fear and uncertainty in the 
province in order to influence 
the referendum on Quebec in¬ 
dependence. 

“Quebec businessmen them¬ 
selves do not have any fear.” 
Saint-Amour said. “I’m an 
economist, I’m not afraid. 

“But the Quebec people are 
less well educated and are 
more sensitive to declarations 
of this sort,” he added. 

In a statement Thursday, 
the council said there are en¬ 
terprises, like the Royal 
Bank, who have “the unstated 
goal of maintaining political 
objectives contrary to the 
well-being of the nation.” 

By talking about moving 
head offices or operations out 
of the province, these en¬ 
terprises are “brandishing 
scarecrows before the televi¬ 
sion cameras.” the council’s 
statement said. 

“Consequently, as of now. 
Quel>ecers should refrain 
from encouraging financial, 
commercial or industrial in¬ 
stitutions which announce pe¬ 
riodically, with a lot of public- 


itsy, their intention to leave 
Quebec,” the statement said. 

Saint-Arrjour said the coun¬ 
cil supports the Parti Quebe¬ 
cois because the party favors 
economic sovereignty for the 
province. He said there are no 
official links between the 
party and the council which 
was formed four years ago.

OTTAWA (CP) - Canadian 
consumers were nearly $22 
billion in debt at the end of 
1976, 17 per cent worse off 
than at the end of 1975, Statis¬ 
tics Canada reported Thurs¬ 
day.

Trust companies good for 9 77 


Nationalized banks 
predicted for 1987 


LONDON. Ont. (CP) - The 
president of the Association of 
Canadian Financial Corpora¬ 
tions said Thursday that Can¬ 
ada’s major chartered banks 
would probably have to be na¬ 
tionalized by 1967 if proposed 
revisions to the federal Bank 
Act are approved. 

Came Bray of Toronto said 
increasing monopoly by the 
banks, together with what he 
described as their excessive 
profits and inefficient service, 
would become a persuasive 
argument tor nationalization. 

A federal government white 
paper has recommended that 
the Bank Act — due for revi¬ 
sion this year and every 10 
years — should place fewer 
restrictions on banks in tome 
cases and also allow foreign 
banks to set up business in 
Canada. 

“By 1968, the so-called big 
banks will have such domi¬ 
nance — much more than 
they have today — that the 
question will have to be na¬ 
tionalization in die public in¬ 
terest,’’ Bray told students 
and faculty at the University 
of Western Ontario school of 
business administration.

The newsletter says the 
record trend for dominant 
trust companies to acquire 
smaller firms “appears to be 
intensifying as the major 
firms attempt to diversify and 
build up their branch system 
and revenue base to better 
compete with the banks.” 

“It seems likely that a 
number of the larger trust 
companies will seek to be¬ 
come chartered banks,’’ it 
predicts. 


The problems facing the 
trust companies at this time 
and the uncertainty of their 
future earnings prompts Bab¬ 
son’s to advise investors to 
hold certain trust company 
shares they now own, but to 
be cautious about further pur¬ 
chases.

Initial reaction to the IMF 
sales dropped the price to 
around $105 an ounce, "but it 
recovered steadily to the cur¬ 
rent 5130-J135 an ounce range. 

In addition to the IMF 
sales, the market absorbed 
new gold production amount¬ 
ing to about 960 tons In 1976, 
of which South Africa contrib¬ 
uted some 700 tons. 

Net trade with the commu¬ 
nist nations contributed an es¬ 
timated 250 tons and official 
transactions added a further 
100 tons net, bringing the total 
supply to about 1,300 tons. 

Official South African re¬ 
serve figures show a large re¬ 
duction in South African gold 
holdings, reflecting the swap 
arrangment with Switzerland, 
the quarterly Mining Journal 
magazine said. Also, because 
of a special agreement, the 
South African reserve bank 
disposed of approximately 4 
tons from reserves, over and 
above current production, to 
Mozanbique. 

Gold experts say it is signif¬ 
icant the net contribitlon from 
official sources is less than 


the 120 tons sold through IMF 
auctions, indicating some 20 
tons have been required by 
other central banking agen¬ 
cies. 

This is more than the of¬ 
ficially announced purchases 
by the French and Swiss auth¬ 
orities (again these figures 
exclude swap arrangements), 
gold experts said. 

Of gold consumption in 1970, 
karat, jewelry absorbed an es¬ 
timated 900 tons, official coins 
about 200 tons, and other in¬ 
dustrial uses such as elec¬ 
tronics and dentistry — but 
also including medallions and 
coin replicas — some 280 tons. 

Examining the figures in 
another way, if the western 
disposal of gold hoards is 
added to the supply figure 
(at, say. 250 tons) and both 
the central bank purchases 
and eastern hoarding are 
added to demand, it is appar¬ 
ent total demand equaled 
some 1,570 tons. 

Since new mine production 
probably will increase mar¬ 
ginally it Is reasonable to ex¬ 
pect that most of this demand 
will be maintained in 1977 
whereas the supply position 
will be significantly modified. 

Official sales (IMF auc¬ 
tions) for a full year will in¬ 


crease from 120 to l§p tons, 
but western unloading is un¬ 
likely to continue at a rate of 
250 tons per year, the experts 
said. 

Indeed, with a good statis¬ 
tical position for the metal 
and increased fears of infla¬ 
tion western investors may 
become net buyers again, 
gold experts said. 

Assuming that there is no 
change in 1977 in the western 
hoarding position and that net 
cojnmunist sales remain at 
250 tons, there would be a 
shortfall of some 130 tons 
overall. 

The apparent overall posi¬ 
tion for the year fully justifies 
the present stability in the 
market and suggests, on bal¬ 
ance, that 1977 will see a fur¬ 
ther strengthening of that po¬ 
sition. 


TOKYO (Reuter) — Japan’s 
overall balance of payments 
slumped to a 3850 million defi¬ 
cit in January, but finance 
ministry officials said Thurs¬ 
day the downturn had been 
expected because of seasonal 
factors. 

Preliminary figures showed 
a visible ffade deficit of 380 
million compared to a record 
surplus in December of 31.65 
billion. The deficit on invisible 
• earnings such as freight and 
tourism increased by 574 mil¬ 
lion to 5590 million. 


The long-term capital bal¬ 
ance improved from a De¬ 
cember deficit of 5296 million 
to a 520-million surplus, the 
first in five months, as a re¬ 
sult of less domestic funds 
going abroad and increased 


foreign investment in Japa¬ 
nese securities. , 

Exports for January at 54.66 
billion were 52.5 billion down 
from December but were 31 
per cent up from the figure 
for January last year.

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Pish and wildlife branch officials yesterday released 5000 
six to seven-inch rainbow trout into Elk Lake as part of a 
continuing angler-catuhr«toeking evaluation 

They will be ready to catch by the time spring trout fish¬ 
ing starts this year. • 

Since Elk Lake was selected as a test lake and almost 
saturated with stocked trout, angler use of the lake has risen 
spectacularly — to 80,000 angler days in 1975, from 20,000 an¬ 
gler days in 1973. Eighty per cent of the anglers have been 
adults and 20 per cent youngsters. 

In 1975, a creel census showed anglers caught about 
15,000 trout and about 2000 small-mouth bass. 

In 1973 the branch planted 51,000 rainbows at 190 to the 
pound and anglers caught five per c^nt of them. 

In 1974, they planted 12,500 at 40 to the pound^and so far 
40 per cent of them have been caught by anglers. 

In 1975, some 6200 were planted at six to the pound and 38 
per cent of them have been caught. 

Thursday's release was of five to the pound fish. 

It is essentially a put-and-take fishery, and it is starting 
to pay off in angler use and angler success on Elk Lake. 

Other lakes scheduled for stocking, soon include Dur- 
rance, Thetis, Peas. Council, Ranger and Tugwell. with Lang¬ 
ford and Glen Lakes on the list for a split stocking in spring 

and fall. 

Spectacle Lake on the Malahat will be stocked with east¬ 
ern brook trout. 

★ ★ ★ 

Salmon fishing has slowed down a little in the Victoria- 
Sooke waters, but the fish that are being caught are general¬ 
ly a little bigger than they have been. 

A 36-pounder was taken off Aldredge Point-Beechey Head 
at the weekend and that area also produced quite a few in the 
20s and high teens. Church Rock - Bedford Island waters con¬ 
tinue fairly good, with the whole Sooke area producing a boat 
average of 2.2. 

Victoria and Oak Bay waterfronts have dropped a little 
with a 1.8 fish-a-boat average. 

Saanich Inlet, where the Chinook Club will hold its 
monthly Frostbite Derby Sunday, is down to a 1.1 fish-a-boat 
average, but there are a few big ones around, along the Wall 
to Willis Point, where Frank Jenvey lost a 15-pounder Tues¬ 
day. 

Sidney waters have been giving up 1.4 fish a boat, but 
Garry Small and Charlie Wilfcon did better than that Sunday 
with four fish in 120 to 80 feet of water, 250 feet of line, two 
pounds of weight and No. 5 Tom Mack spoon. 

Off Ten Mile Point anglers have been catching salmon 
by casting lures from shore. 

Sansum Narrows *— Bold Bluff waters have been full of 
bait and dogfish, with anglers catching lots of grilse under 
the north powerline and around Crofton, Tent, Thetis and 
Kuper Islands. Porlier Pass has been producing winter Chin¬ 
ooks and grilse. 

★ ★ ★ 

Steelheaders have to watch river levels now, but when 
the rivers are high they have been getting some fish. 

Up to Tuesday of this week, 310 steelhead had eneteml 
the Big Qualicum system. From fish checked in the traps 66 
were unmarked wild fish and 46 from the hatchery. 

So far this year anglers have caught about 110 steelhead 
from 1972, 1973 and 1974 brood years. 

On Monday seven anglers got six steelhead, w^ich is a 
good average. 

Oowichan River continues to give up some fair steelhead 
fishing, with Richard Hoek, Bob Huber and Herman Mayea 
numbered among successful anglers this week. Some steel¬ 
head have been taken in the Koksilah. A western bee fly has 
been getting trout in the evenings in Shawnigan Lake. 

The Goldstream has been giving up a few' steelhead and 
Amalgamated Conservation Society members hope to do an 
egg take on Sunday to put the steelhead section of their in¬ 
cubation box into production.

Sooke shrimp fishermen should note that Sooke basin is 
now closed to all shrimp fishing until Sept. 1. 

Crab fishermen should note that federal fisheries has put 
forward a proposed sports fishing regulation to reduce the 
daily crab possession limit to four crabs, frofpSfcix crabs, and 
to allow only three crab traps per person. 

It is also proposed to put a 4^-inch limit on rock crabs 
and maintain the existing 64-inch size limit on Dungeness 
crabs. Regulations would insist all crabs be landed whole. 
Private trap* would have to be lifted at least every 10 days 
and a lourwinch escape hole would have to be provided in 
traps. 


CFL legalizes tandem buck, sport today 
bares plans for new season 


TORONTO (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian Football League faced 
up to modem reality Wednes¬ 
day in deciding to legalize one 
of the oldest manoeuvres in 
the game — the tandem buckr 

“You saw it in the Grey 
Cup game last year," said 
CFL commissioner Jake Gau- 
daur, explaining why the 
league decided to give the 
tandem buck respectability. 

It involves one or more 
players shoving a ball-carrier 
from behind as he tries to 
penetrate the enemy line. And 
it earned a penalty of 10 
yards or, on a third-down 
gamble that failed, loss of'the 
ball. 

The rule change was one of 
a number recommended by 
the rules committee at a 
meeting in Edmonton last 
month and approved by the 
CFL’s executive committee in 
session here. 

Of more significance is 
what might have become 
known as the Johnny Rodgers 
rule if he hadn’t defected 
from Montreal Alouettes to 
San Diego Chargers of the 
National Football League. 

Opposing coaches, realizing 
how dangerous Rodgers was 
on nmning back punts, had 
their tacklers ignore the five- 
yard restraining zone, figur¬ 
ing the 10-yard penalty was 
cheaper. 

Now the normal penalty will 
be 15 yards. And, If a player 
makes contact with the punt- 
returner before he touches the 
ball, the referee may assess 
an additional 15 or 25 yards, 
depending how hard the re¬ 
ceiver is hit. ' 

G * u d a u r announced a 
550,000 donation to the Canadi¬ 
an Amateur Football Associa¬ 
tion and said gross revenue 
w’as up by more than $2 mil¬ 
lion to $12,941,957 in 1975. Net 
gate receipts were up more 
than 51.8 million and atten¬ 
dance was a record 2.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

He noted that three teams 
Toronto Argonauts. Mon¬ 
treal Alouettes and Edmonton 
Eskimos — made enough 
profit to contribute to the 
gate-equalization fund to help 
teams that either lost money 
or made only a little. 

But the executive commit¬ 
tee had not yet reached the 
stage of discussing possible 
increase of the 575.000 max¬ 
imum in a team’s contribution 
to the fund. 

Gaudaur recalled that a fed¬ 
eral government task force on 
sport had determined that 90 

per cent of Canadians are in¬ 
terested in or participate in 
sports and expressed the view 
that "governments at all 
levels should be involved in 
stadium expansion." 

He said governments don’t 
seem to mind spending mil¬ 
lions on the arts, in which the 
task force report said 10 per 
cent of the population is in¬ 
volved, but are reluctant to 


provide money for sports fa¬ 
cilities. 

The CFL released its 1977 
schedule which, with the pre¬ 
season games, will run a 
week longer than last year. 
For the first time since in¬ 
troduction of the interlocking 
schedule, all road trips will be 
for single games instead of 
the practice of playing two 
games in three or four days. 

With the exception of weeks 
in which there is a Monday 
holiday, teams will not be re¬ 
quired to play more than once 
in a week. And after Thanks¬ 
giving, Monday, Oct. 10, all 
games will be on weekends. 

Training camps will start 
Monday, May 30, about 10 
days earlier than last season 
lor most teams, and the pre¬ 
season schedule starts Tues¬ 
day, June 14, with Toronto Ar¬ 
gonauts at Ottawa Rough 
Riders. 

Gaudaur said the schedule 
was set so that it would not 
conflict with baseball in Mon¬ 
treal and Toronto. He added 
that the American League has 
indicated that, if given the 
CFL schedule early enough, it 
would co-operate to avoid con¬ 
flict, -but that the National 
League hadn’t shown much 
interest in doing the same 
thing.

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
more than three years of 
often bitter negotiations, the 
National Football League and 
its players’ association 
reached the brink of labor 
peace Thursday. 

Sargent Karcli, executive 
director of the NFL manage¬ 
ment council, bargaining arm 
of the 28 member clubs, and 
Ed Garvey, executive director 
of the players association, 
jointly announced “an agree¬ 
ment in principle on a collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement 
that includes provision for a 
modified draft.” 

The settlement followed two 
weeks of intensive talks, first 
in Washington at player asso¬ 
ciation headquarters and 


then, for the last three days, 
in New York at management 
council of Hoes. 

It was learned that the 
draft plan calls for a system 
that includes built-in negotia¬ 
tion time limits similar to 
the draft now in use in the 
National Basketball Associa¬ 
tion, — 

That formula grants clubs 
negotiating rights to drafted 
players for one year only and 
allows players who do not 
sign within that time and do 
not play professional basket¬ 
ball in another league to re¬ 
turn to the list of eligible 
players for the next year’s 
NBA draft. 

Neither side would com¬ 
ment on the NFL settlement, 


preferring to first present the 
agreement to separate meet¬ 
ings of owners and player 
representatives. 

NFL commissioner Pete 
Rozelle welcomed the agree¬ 
ment, ending a conflict that 
began when the last collective 
bargaining agreement expired 
Jan. 31, 1974. 

The labor conflict began in 
earnest in April, 1974 when 
the players’ association pre¬ 
sented a list of contract de¬ 
mands. Included were 57 so- 
called freedom issues mostly 
dealing with the rights of 
players to move from one 
team to another and question¬ 
ing the compensation clause 
commonly known as the Ro¬ 
zelle Rule. 


By May. the contract de¬ 
mands had climbed to 90 in¬ 
cluding elimination of several 
new rules such as overtime 
for tie games. In June, talks 
broke down and on July 1, the 
players’ association hit the 
league with a strike that was 
to last 44 days. 

The action, complete with ’ 
pickets around training camp¬ 
sites, ended in August when 
the players returned to work, 
still without a contract. 

The 1974-75 season was 
played without further in¬ 
cident but during the 1975 ex¬ 
hibition season, five teams 
went on strike again, refusing 
to play some pre-season 
games. 

That forced some cancella¬ 


tion of games but, with ths 
help of the federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, the 
season started on time. 

Contract talks have been 
held intermittently since then 
with only slow progress. But 
there have been no owner 
contributions to the pension 
fund and no improvement in 
working conditions since the 
old agreement expired.

French going to bed 
... in high fashion

LONDON — “Hble-in-the- 
heart baby offered new life." 
“Girl frozen for heart opera¬ 
tion.” Headlines like this have 
become familiar, as surgeons 
have become superstars. Now 
a leading London hospital, in 
the forefront with its work on 
children’s heart disease, is at¬ 
tracting worldwide attention. 

The Brompton Hospital in 
Chelsea is one of Britain's two 
major pediatric cardiology 
units (the other is at Great 
Ormond Street, also in Lon¬ 
don). 

It was to the Brompton that 
• Galina Chudnovskaya made 
the 1,500-mile journey from 
Leningrad with „her nine- 
month-old “blue baby” daugh¬ 
ter Irina in 1985. Irina’s heart 
defects were cured in a four- 
hour operation which prompt¬ 
ed wide publicity. 

And it is to the Brompton 
that a growing number of 
foreign governments and 
medical authorities are turn¬ 
ing, either to compare results, 
or to learn new techniques. 

At any given time, there 
may be surgeons and physi¬ 
cians from six different coun¬ 
tries queuing up to see Dr. 
Michael Joseph, the unit’s 
grey-bearded founder, or Dr 
Elliot Shineboume, consultant 
pediatric cardiologist. 

On one occasion recently. 


“Th^re are only about one per cent of abnor¬ 
malities you can’t do anything for. The vast 
majority can be helped, especially if they are 
referred before the baby is in trouble.” 


Shineboume returned from a 
speaking engagement in Italy 
to find two dootors from Bra¬ 
zil and another from France 
in his office. 

No sooner had he started to 
talk to them than the phone 
rang. It was an Invitation to 
give another talk. The same 
day, his secretary timed, the 
gaps between each phone call. 
The longest recorded lapse 
was three minutes. 

•Why is the Brompton spe¬ 
cial? And what moved Shine- 
bourne and his colleagues to 
make their recent claim that 
the treatment of congenital 
heart disease in Britain is 
second to none? 

In an era when even a 
small medical advance risks 
being hailed as a “a miracle 
cure” and the hopes of anx¬ 
ious parents often falsely 
raised, progress in this area 
is undoubtedly spectacular. 

Ten years ago, a child with 
congenital heart disease had a 
95-per-cent chance of dying. 
Today, he or she has an 85- 
per-cent chance of surviving.

PARIS Household linens 
are becoming more closely 
aligned to high fashion with 
all the frills and furbelows 
of ethnic trends, 19th-century 
romanticism, and growing 
emphasis on co-ordination. 

This winter French house¬ 
wives are restocking their 
linen cupboards as if there 
were no tomorrow', although 
sheets, towels, and all the 
matching accoutrements are 
priced infinitely higher than 
those in North America. Even 
■t the Prisunic (the closest 
thing to Woolworth’s) the 
least expensive single white 
sheet costs the equivalent of 
$ 8 . 

Anythine In color, printed, 
or embroidered, soars to pin¬ 
nacle prices at Porthault, the 
luxury shop on the Avenue 
Montaigne where a pair of 
double sheets and matching 
pillow cases trimmed with 
delicate embroidery (machine 
made even so) can se41 tor 
around 5600. The only ‘‘bar¬ 
gain” is a washcloth for 515. 

On a down-to-earth basis 
practicality is as essential as 
esthetic appeal for the 
average consumer. Once the 
greatest demand was for pure 
cotton, linen, or even silk 
crepe de chine sheets, but 
today, 80 per cent of the 
sales are in synthetics, often 
drip dry's imported from the 
U.S., or their French counter¬ 
parts. 

. More and more women are 
doing their own laundry at 
home, not only tor economic 
reasons, but to assure a 
longer life-span for their 
linens. French laundries are 
among the finest in the world, 
but they use enormous 
amounts of bleach, strong 
soaps, and starches. 

Prints and colored bed 
linens also cost far more to 
launder than plain white 
sheets which are one of the 
items that the government 
has imposed a price ceiling 
on in an attempt to prove that 
the cost of living here is more 
or less stable. 

Fitted sheets are opening 
new horizons for those who 
cope with the daily chore or 
bedmaking. In France the 
only hitch is the different 
sizes of mattresses, which are 
the antithesis of standard¬ 
ization. It is iust one more ex¬ 
ample of French individu¬ 
alist; beds are manufactured 
in almost as many sizes as 
there are species of Camem- 
bert cheese. 

The eiderdown, as tradi¬ 
tional in Germany as the 
three-part mattress, is an¬ 
other solution for 30-second 
bedmaking. These soft, fluffy 
quilts replace conventional 
bedding summer and winter 
alike, though the novice tends 
to find them too warm. The 
idea is catching on in France 
with pretty washable slipcov¬ 
ers matching the fitted sheet. 

The latest happening here is 
the sale of yard goods in the 
same material and pattern as 
the sheets and pillow cases. 

The i*ossibilities are endless 
tor everything from a night¬ 
dress or peignoir to curtains, 
dressing table skirts, even 
place mats and napkins for a 
breakfast tray. 

Until this recent innovation, 
many women had been buying 
one or two extra sheets in the 
same design for that express 
purpose. Buying the fabrio by j 
the yard is less expensive. 

T\\t> ranking designers. 
Anne de S o 1 e n e and 


Primrose Bordier, are 
almost as will known as the 
couturiers. Every January 
they bring out vast new col¬ 
lections and evolve designs 
from the best sellers for the 
following year. 

According to Anne de Se¬ 
lene. over-all trends often 
change drastically from one 
year to the next. But for the 
past few seasons everyone is 
on the romantic wave-length 
with an occasional nod to eth¬ 
nic patterns, especially for 
juniors. 

Her newest prints are 
breathtaking, making it 
almost tempting to stay in 
bed all day. Florals are the 
best sellers, featuring soft 


hazy designs in gentle pastels 
on w hite or light backgrounds. 

Many patterns evoke the 
popular border styles which 
need such skillful handling in 
dressmaking; wide solid- 
toned edgings framing con¬ 
centrated bouquets spaced out 
toward the centre of the 
sheet.

can’t do anything for,” said

in 


fashion races 


IX)NDON (CP) — Jogging, 
probably the easiest and 
cheapest way of keeping fit, 
has helped a current British 
boom in sales of men’s leisure 
wear for specialized pursuits. 

Other sports that have 
made an impact are fishing, 
waterskiing, bowling, arch¬ 
ery, shooting, gliding, skin- 
diving, sailing, go-karting, 
skiing, judo and karate, along 
with the more traditional Brit¬ 
ish pursuits of soccer, rugger, 
field hockey, tennis, badmin¬ 
ton and golf. 

Outlets ranging from chain 
stores to fashionable West 
End shops are enjoying a 
brisk turnover in outfits for 
the running or jogging man- 
track suits, hooded jackets, 
short and long trousers, socks 
and running shoes. 

And sports clothes them¬ 
selves are making fashion his¬ 
tory, just as they did in 19th 
century when many 0 f the 
major changes in men’s fash¬ 
ion could be traced to active 
sports. By the second half of 
that century, clothes that had 
once been sportswear had not 
only become everyday wear 


but had been adopted as for¬ 
mal dress. 

For example, the cutaway 
tail coat originated as an 
equestrian jacket. And many 
of today’s business suits are 
cut with the deep centre vent 
of the full hacking jacket or 
the two side vents of the semi¬ 
hacking jacket.

White is expected to be pop¬ 
ular and is suggested as an 
alternative to the faded blue 
denim shade which, like old 
soldiers, refuses to die.

On a scientific level, he 
said, it is known that polycy¬ 
clic hydrocarbons, a product 
of cigarette smoking, can 
cause tumors in animals. 

However, the amount of 
these hydrocEirbons in ciga¬ 
rettes is so low that it will not 
produce cancer in experi¬ 
ments. But, he said, if on# 
adds another class of chemi¬ 
cals called phenols, also 
present in cigarette smoke, 
then “you get all kinds of 
tumors.” 


Smokers persistent 


Even so, he noted, given the 
proof that cigarette smoking 
can cause cancer, it is doubl- 
ful that the practice can be 
curbed on a social level. 

Further, he said, the prob¬ 
lem is complicated by the fact 
that the tobacco industry ts a 
major economic factor. “If it 
were stopped tomorrow,” he 
said, “it would represent a 
ma jor economic difficulty.” 

The problems mount. Ni¬ 
trites, he said, are again a 
known cancer-causing agent. 
Yet, he said, they arc used lo 
preserve meat. Here, he said, 


one would have to assess the 
risk of cancer against th# 
problems, also serious, that 
might be posed by bad meat. 

Another problem. A chemi¬ 
cal called trichlorethylene is 
used in the production of in¬ 
stant coffee. Under normal 
conditions, the chemical is 
very volatile and would be 
“dfiv£n off” in the brewing

The clearinghouse, a mil- 
lion-dollar operation, has four 
clear-cut assignments: 

Consider what chemicals 
should be tested in animals to 
determine their cancer-caus¬ 
ing potential; design appro¬ 
priate experiments; assess 
the significance of test re¬ 
sults; and determine the risk- 
benefit ratio of such chemi¬ 
cals to human beings. 

While the goals of the clear¬ 
inghouse may seem simple, 
solutions are going to be hard 
to come by, according to Dr. 
Michael B. Shimkin, professor 
of community medicine at the 
University of Califomai at 


San Diego School of Medicine 
and a longtime authority on 
environmental cancer. 

Shimkin is one of the 30 
members named to the com¬ 
mittee that will guide the 
clearinghouse’s investiga¬ 
tions. 

The current situation with 
the so-called legionnaires’ dis¬ 
ease serves as a reminder, 
Skimkin said in an interview. 

“We’re not through with 
surprises,” he said. “Nature 
always has a few’ more in 
store.’’ 

From a number’s stand¬ 
point, he said, the situation 
becomes almost astronomical.

—for tribal dance 


Paul Singh hopes squid fillets will he more palatable to North American consumers 

Putting the squeeze on squid 


HOHELMA. Alta (CPL 
Wilton Littlechild, the tirst na¬ 
tive lawyer to come off Hob¬ 
bema reserve 40 miles south 
of Ednionton. came home re¬ 
cently for his coming-of-age 
ceremony. 

An ancient ritua^ once re¬ 
served for Indian warriors 
was revived by about 4U0 Hob¬ 
bema residents as they feted 
the 32-year-oid Cree for his 
success in the white man’s 
world. 

Uttlechfld graduated 
from the University of Alber¬ 
ta law school* last April. He 
has l>een articling with an Ed¬ 
monton law firm and will 
write his provincial bar exam¬ 
ination this spring. 

Twice named Canada’s In¬ 
dian athlete of the year for 
his competition in hockey, 
baseball, swimming and judo, 
Littlechild received a 
master’s degree in physical 
education from the university 
in Edmonton and studied In¬ 
dian law at University of New 
Mexico before entering law 
school. 

In the centuries-old Grass 
Dance ceremony, Wilton Litt¬ 
lechild took the name of his 
grandfather, a former Cree 
chief, and became Walking 
Wolf. 

’Phe 10-minute dance and 
the crowding of .the Hobbema- 
born lawyer with an elaborate 
headdress was performed by 
Hobbema’s Joe Saddleback 
and his sons, George and 
Jerry. It was the first time in 


generations that a Hobbema 
resident had received the 
honor. 

Saddleback. 73., has per¬ 
formed the ceremony only on 
.rare occasions, among them 
the crowning of Soviet Pre¬ 
mier Alexei Kosygin during a 
visit to Alberta. 

“Years ago the ceremony 
was reserved for our war¬ 
riors, but only when they did 
something great, ’ said Mr. 
Saddleback, who has per- 
formed Indian dances 
throughout North America 
and in Europe. 

The ceremony, sponsored 
hy the Hobbema Agricultural 
Society and the reserve I Jons 
Club, attracted Indian leaders 
from throughout Western Can¬ 
ada. The two groups have es¬ 
tablished a $500-a-year schol¬ 


arship fund for a deserving 
university student from the 
reserve, in honor of Little- 
child. who will be its first 
recipient. 

Littlechild, who says he 
“didn’t set out to be a hero” 
to young people on the re¬ 
serve. has decided life in * 
suburban Edmonton bungalow 
isn’t for him. 

‘Til be coming back to the 
reserve to live in the spring 
(with his wife Helen and his 
lour-yearold child). My home 
is here.”

DAVIS, Calif. — If Universi¬ 
ty of California researcher- 
inventor Paul Singh has his 
way, millions of North Ameri¬ 
cans some day soon will be 
•atmg and enjoying squid. 

Singh. 28, has invented a 
squid-squeezing machine that 
he hopes will help introduce 
aquid to the North American 
dinner table. 

“Squid has such § unique 
and pleasing taste, that is 


why it is so popular in Europe 
and Asia,” Bald Singh, who 
has his doctorate in food-engi¬ 
neering. 

Squid has never caught on 
as a popular seafood in the 
North America, however. 

“The problem is the gooey 
glob that is squid,” explained 
•Singh. “With the glob are 
those tentacles sticking out. It 
lust isn’t appealing to look at, 
So markets don’t carry it. 

“Even for people who know 
squid, there is the tedious 


work of cleaning, standing 
and the removal of the tenta¬ 
cles.” 

Singh hopes ^his squid- 
squeezer will solve that prob¬ 
lem. 

Today, restaurants and sea¬ 
food packers pay as much as 
$1 a pound to manually clean 
squid. Initial estimates are 
that Singh's squid-squeezing 
machine will do the job for 
less than three cents a pound. 

“The end result of the ma¬ 
chine will be white squid filets 


— no different in appearance 
than other fish steaks, ready 
to be cooked in a wide variety 
of ways,” Singh said. 

Studies off the California 
coast show a potential annual 
catch of 600,000 tons- of squid 
without denting the resource. 
The total in recent years has 
averaged 15,000 tons annually, 
with much of it exported to 
Europe and Asia. 

In Italy and Japan, where 
squid is especially popular, 
families dine regularly on 


squid fritters, squid rings, 
stuffed squid, squid soup, 
squid salad, squid casserole 
and dozens of other dishes. 

Singh’s squid-squeezing ma¬ 
chine is still in the develop¬ 
ment stage but he has applied 
for a patent. 

, Singh was encouraged hy 
the university to undertake 
the project using U.S. federal 
funding. The machine is a 
group concept being devel¬ 
oped by Singh with the help of 
graduate students.

Breakfast Is just not break¬ 
fast to many people unless 
eggs are on the menu. For 
those following a low-choles¬ 
terol diet, the heart associa¬ 
tion recommends a weekly 
consumption of no more than 
three egg yolks, whether in 
their whole state or as ingre¬ 
dients in cooking. 

The reasons are in the yolk. 
Egg yolk is roughly one-half 
water and one-half solids. Al¬ 
though protein, iron, vitamin 
A, riboflavin and thiamin are 
found in the yolk, fat. calories 
and cholesterol are also 
present. The egg white con¬ 
tains more protein and ribo¬ 
flavin, but only a trace of fat 
and no cholesterol. 


For egg lovers there Is no 
need to “crack up” over a 
sollution to the eggless break¬ 
fast blues. .Recipes can be 
adapted by using com- 
merically produced choles¬ 
terol-free egg substitutes, 
which are made from egg 
whites, or by using one egg 
white plus one teaspoon po¬ 
lyunsaturated oil in place of 
each egg. 

Healthful fat-controlled 
meals start in the morning. 
Try these eggy variations. 

This French toast made 
with egg whites has a smooth 
glazed coating. 

FRENCH TOAST 

2 slices day-old whole-wheat 
bread 


2 egg whites or one-fourth 
cup liquid egg substitute 
2 tbsps. skim milk 
U tsp. vanilla extract 
V% tsp. cinnamon 

tbsp. polyunsaturated oil 

In mixing bowl, combine 
egg whites, milk, vanilla, cin¬ 
namon. Beat lightly. Heat 
griddle or heavy frying pan 
until hot, and grease well with 
oil. Dip bread slices into mix¬ 
ture and fry on both sides 
until golden brown and crips.

Garden Notes 


Vancouver’* Island’s great¬ 
est asset, from the standpoint 
attracting new residents, is 
our winter climate. We have 
the highest average winter 
temperature of any place in 
Canada, and our freedom from 
an y proQonged harsh weather 
does wonders for our reputa¬ 
tion as a god plare to live and 
work. However. I am not at all 
sure these mild conditions are 
good for our soil. 

Winter rains tend to dis¬ 
solve and leach away the min¬ 
eral nutrient salts, and much 
of the goodness in our soil Is 
washed away in our drainage 
ditches and storm drains. 
Heavy ground, with a high 
clay content, requires very 
careful handling, for without 
the cleansing and pulverizing 
effect of hard and prolonged 
freezing, the stuff is too sticky 
to work ’when wet and too 
hard and brick-like when dry. 

The best way with these 
problem clay soils is to catch 
them in that in-between state, 
when the ground is beginning 
to dry out from the March 
winds, and work like mad 
chopping in or turning under 
all kinds of bulky organic 


matter — strawy manure, 
compost, peat, sawdust, green 
manure crops or what have 

you. 

Dig this coarse, bulky stuff 
In to the full depth of the 
spade, or rototUl it thoroughly, 
not burying it in a layer but 
mixing it intimately with the 
soil. Better save the more ex¬ 
pensive peat moss for work¬ 
ing into the top two inches of 
soil to create a good texture 
for seeds and young trans¬ 
plants. 

This treatment, plus the 
generous use of pulverized 
limestone, will soon improve 
the texture of even the stick¬ 
iest clay soil. Ordinary gar¬ 
den lime — Hydrated lime — 
is good, but pulverized lime¬ 
stone is better for this particu¬ 
lar purpose, for its gritty tex¬ 
ture opens up heavy, dose- 
textured soil, and it may tie 
applied at any time of the 
year and to any plants except 
the most confirmed lime- 
haters, for it is mild and long- 
lasting in its action. 

This pulverized linestone 
rock, sometimes sold under 
the name calcium carbonate, 
is an absolute must for any of 


the stone fruits — peaches, 
plums, apricots, cherries — 
for lime is the principal ingre¬ 
dient in the make-up of the 
“stone” or seed, and the stone 
is the skelton around which 
the fruit is formed. 

On the subject of lime, 
though, juBt a word of warn¬ 
ing to new gardeners. Don’t 
go scattering it broadcast all 
over your new garden, for 
sooner or later you’ll get the 
urge to try your hand at 
growing some of the lime-hat¬ 
ing shnibs. 

Azaleas, rhododendrons, ca¬ 
mellias and hollies all dislike 
lime and become anaemic 
when grown on limey ground. 

do some, but not all, of the 
heathers. The lovely blue-flo¬ 
wered bydrangea will bloom 
in a muddy pink shade if lime 
is used near its roots, al¬ 
though the pink and red varie¬ 
ties will have deeper, clearer 
colors if limed. 

For those gardeners who 
insist upon dosing such dcid- 
loving shrubs with chemicals, 
the best preparation is chelat¬ 
ed iron — pronounced key-1 at- 
ed. This is a form of iron 
which doesn’t get itself locked 


up and made unavailable by 
the action of lime in the soil. 

I still think the best treat¬ 
ment to keep these lime-hat¬ 
ing shrubs in good health is to 
lay off the chemicals and 
maintain a permanent mulch 
of rotted leaves of coarse, 
unshredded peat moss, top¬ 
ping it up annually as it de¬ 
composes. 

I’ll grant you this li a slbw 
process and'more of a preven¬ 
tive measure than a cure, and 
in cases where the leaves of 
the shrubs are already turn¬ 
ing pale —this is a form of 
anaemia called chlorosis — 
we have no choice but to ad¬ 
minister a fast-acting iron 
tonic. Chelated iron is sold In 
garden shops under such 
trade names as Sequestrene, 
Green Garde, Truk-Green 
Iron, Versouel, Greenol Liq¬ 
uid Iron and Miracid.

As I have already conceded, 
my contention that cats do not 
trot may be a question of 
small general interest; but so 
many readers have written to 
agree with me, despite a sup¬ 
posedly scientific opinion to 
the contrary, that it would be 
false modesty to deny myself 
their support. 

It was In a recent issue of 
Scientific American, the 
reader may remember, that a 
paper on the gaits of animals 
stated that cats trot. Oddly, 
this was published almost si¬ 
multaneously with my own 
observation that they don’t. A 
suspicious concidence, to be 
sure; but I am rather of the 
opinion that Scientific Ameri¬ 
can did not publish merely to 
repudiate me. The literature 
of scientific inquiry is full of 
such coincidences. 

What excites me about this 
minor controversy is that so 
many readers have shown me 
they are hot intimidated by 
the article in Scientific Ameri¬ 
can, and choose to believe 
what their own eyes tell them. 
In an era that has given the 
gospels of science the infalli¬ 
bility of Holy Writ, it is reas¬ 
suring to find ordinary people 
strong enough to express oc¬ 
casional doubts. Something is 
to be said, after all, for folk 
knowledge. 

“Delighted,” writes James 
Dunn of Reseda, Calif., for 
example, “to read you w r ere 
not intimidated by the recent 




article in Scientific American 
cat’s gait to the walk, trot, 
pace and gallop ... As a fel¬ 
low cat watcher I agree, but 
most point you omitted the 
pussyfoot: Not only one of the 
more interesting feline 
modes of locomotion but one 
which, as a word, has clunk 
into our dictionary to describe 
caution or fear to commit.” 

Dunn Is right. Cats do pus¬ 
syfoot, though this is more of 
a dance of indecision than a 
true gait. The pussyfoot is 
that tentative, exasperating, 
dilatory little minuet a* cat 
goes through when it can’t 
make up its mind whether it 
wants to make particular 
move or not, such as come 
into the house or go out of the 
house. That this w>ond should 
have been extended to any act 
of foot-dragging indecision — 
the sort of temporizing that 
causes great battles to be lost 
— fe a good example of how 
our language grows. 

“I agree with you,. WTites 
Hank Maxwell, “That the 
slink and the skulk are impor¬ 
tant gaits in the cat’s reper¬ 
toire. There is a tomcat that 
lurks in the shrubbery around 
our house, slinking and skulk¬ 
ing, and driving our indoor 
kitties wild. The other day my 
wife said, “Look at that damn 
cat slurking around out there! 
Darned if that wasn’t exactly 
what he was doing!” 

Again, in Mrs. Maxwell’s 
slurk we see an excellent ex¬ 


ample of how ordinary people* 
in everyday situations, are in¬ 
spired to enrich the language 
by inventing a needed word. 
But like the pussyfoot, the 
lurk is not a gait. It is a 
sinister mode of behavior 
whose purpose is to put the 
cat in proximity with its prey 
— a bird, perhaps — while at 
the same time concealing the 
cat and its intentions. Implicit 
in the lurk are the slink and 
the skulk, which give it mobil¬ 
ity. The lurk ends, of course, 
when the slink or the skulk 
becomes a spring or a run. 
Lurking cats, like all other 
cats, do not trot. 

A rather authoritative ob¬ 
servation comes from Bill 
Downey, the Santa Barbara, 
Calif., newspaperman, who is 
the author if a book about an 
early-day horse trainer and in 
his research he learned some¬ 
thing about animal gaits. 

"What your readers are 
confusing as the trot.” he 
writes, “is in fact not the trot 
at all. Cats don’t trot. They 
singlefloot. With a horse it is- 
easy to tell the difference the 
moment you are in the sad¬ 
dle. And I realize that sad¬ 
dling up a cat can be ticklish 
but once managed the dif¬ 
ference is quite obvious. 

“For the sake of expedience 
let's use the old Arthur Mur¬ 
ray dance diagrams with the 
footprints and numbers. This 
way you can see that the dia¬ 
gonally opposed feet of either 


cat or horse must strike the 
ground at the same time, in a 
one-two rhythm in order to 
trot. Quite like a two-step. 
The singlefoot, which cats 
seem to prefer, is a delayed 
one bump; v two bump beat 
more like the bossa nova.” 

Downey’s observations 
seem to be corroborated by 
Marie H. Martin of Redlands, 
whose cat neither trots nor 
gallops but has a fast gait 
“something like A Tennessee 
walking horse.” Unless I'm 
mistaken, that is the single¬ 
foot. 

"I believe,” writes Betty 
Katz (Mann, “it was Robert 
•Frost who wrote ‘The fog 
comes in on little cat’s feet.’ 
Every time my two clod hop¬ 
pers chase one another 
through the house and gallop 
up the stairs, I w'onder if 
Frost ever owned a cat. Mine 
make enough noise and stir 
up enough vibration to equal 
a Richter 7.5 earthquake in 
the house . . . P.S. My nick¬ 
name in college was Kitty.” 

So Mrs. Mann, nee Katz, In¬ 
sists that cats gallop, which in 
my opinion they don’t and 
Mrs. Mann believes that Rob¬ 
ert Frost wrote that line 
about the fog coming in on lit¬ 
tle cat feet, which he didn’t. 
But I don’t care, I don’t care. 

All I can think about at the 
moment is how wonderful It 
would have been, when I was 
in college, to dance the bossa 
nova with a girl named Kitty 
Katz.

“We are free enterprisers 
and in good years or bad 
years, we should take care of 
ourselves,” Wilhelmsen said. 
“Volume of business is down 
but our company is not in any 
financial difficulties. Whistler 
was closed for three weeks 
but we are back in full opera¬ 
tion.”

“Any assistance from the 
government in the form of 
low interest loans or whatever 
would be a tremendous help 
to all of us,” said Peter 
MacKay-Smith, owner of Tod 
Mountain recreation ski re¬ 
sort near Kamloops.

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4 Nightmare 9 bullying may force tots out of school

PORT ALICE — Concern 
over the safety of their chil¬ 
dren has led several Port 
Alice parents to consider 
sending theigN youngsters 
away to school. 

And, at least one Port Alice 
mother has already made the 
decision to send her kinder¬ 
gartener to live with rela¬ 
tives. 

The problem, these con¬ 


cerned parents say. is not 
with the school in Port Alice, 
but with the other children in 
the community. 

“I .can’t begin to list the 
number of cases of black eyes 
and bruises, where children 
are dragged off the school 
yard and breaten up by other 
children,” says Mrs. Linda 
Goodrick, mother of a kinder¬ 
garten-aged boy. 

“Tt’s like a nightmare ” 

Mrs. Goodrick has decided 


that her son will go to iiye 
with relatives elsewhere on 
Vancouver Island, *m4 «1 c die 
makes arrangements to leave 
Port Alice herself. 

Several oilier parents con¬ 
tacted agreed with Mrs. Goo- 
drick’s assessment of the situ¬ 
ation, that Port Alice children 
are more aggressive than 
moat. 

But, principal of the Port 
Alice school, while agreeing 
that Port Alice may have 


more than its share of aggres¬ 
siveness bullying and beha- 
viorial problems, says that he 
believes the picture is not as 
bad as some parents paint it. 

Dell Hoffman, principal of 
Sea view school, said that he 
believes the problem is not 
unique to Port Alice, tiut. he 
said, he has seen more bully¬ 
ing of children by otjicr chil¬ 
dren in Port Alice than in any 
other community he has lived 
in. 


The school. Huffman said, 
has not been able to prevent 
the incidents, and in the pasi 
has appealed to the communi¬ 
ty for help. 

But, he added. Port Alice is 
not ahother Harlem. "I think 
tlie situation is overly exag¬ 
gerated by some individuals.” 

Several parents do not 
agree, charging that school 
officials refuse to see the full 
extent of the problem. 

The school teachers live fn 


a world of their own.” said 
Sue Shaw. ‘"They don’t really 
see what’s going on.” 

She said that her six-year- 
old son has been beaten up by 
older children. Her older child 
one day was “kidnapped” and 
not allowed to come home. 

“My children are no angels 
either^ she said, and added 
that wfe is worried that they 
are learning aggressive be¬ 
havior from the other children 
at school. 


Apother mother, who asked 
not to he identified, comment¬ 
ed: it bothers me that this 
prohl^an exists. I haye a good 
job hire: i don't see wig i 
should be forced out because 
of it.” 

The mother says the prob¬ 
lem presents her with real di¬ 
lemma. “I love my children 
very much and do not want to 
send them away to live with 
relatives.” 

But, she added, she worries 


about continuing to leave her 
children in the community. 

“I think the principal tries 
to minimize the problem,” 
this mother said, i think 
that’s the general attitude of 
the whole area, to say the 
problem doesn’t exist.” 

But, she added, she believes 
that the only way the problem 
can be tackled is to have pub¬ 
lic opinion aroused, so that 
the entire community can 
seek solutions.

A new election for president 
of the UVic Alma Mater Soci¬ 
ety is likely in the wake of an 
election battle which saw the

Doug Anderson, a student 
who lives in the University 
residences, tied hard-running 
Brian Gardiner on the first 
ballot with 563 votes. A subse¬ 
quent recount. mandatory 
whenever the totals are closer 
than 20 votes apart, gave An¬ 
derson the lead with 627 votes 
to Gardiner’s 626, and a third 
recount, concluded early 
Thursday, gave Anderson a 
two-vote lead. 

The vote is especially signif¬ 
icant in light of the highly 
partisan campaign for posi¬ 
tions on the AMS executive 
and the representative assem¬ 
bly. 

A group calling itself Stu¬ 
dents United For Action 
(SUFA) was assured of an 
overwhelming majority on the 
assembly. when nominations 


Wolfe wins 
estimates 
in 10 hours 

It took less than 10 hours to 
get Finance Minister Eban 
Wolfe’s estimates of 5119.8 
million through the Legisla¬ 
ture Thursday, a third of the 
time spent on Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Minister Donald 
Phillip’s 57 million.

Martlet editor David Cli- 
menhaga said many students 
may have voted for non-SUFA 
candidates to provide “bal¬ 
ance” in the AMS. 

“I think students who might 
have voted for the SUFA can¬ 
didate normally voted the 
other way this time.” 

According to the Martlet 
(which editorially supported 
Gardiner). Anderson, who 
spent election day in hospital 
recovering from a tonsilec- 
tomy, was calling for a new 
election when the early count 
showed him narrowly behind 
Gardiner. 

Anderson's call for a new 
election was based on a 
number of alleged irregulari¬ 
ties in the polling. 

AMS General Manager 
Dave Clode, who conducted 
the election, said there was 
one report that a polling place 
was closed early because it 
had run out of ballots. He had 
heard other rumors that poll- 
sitters were attempting to in¬ 
fluence voters, or that they 
had left their polls unattend¬ 
ed. 

Students who wish to chal¬ 
lenge the results of the elec¬ 
tion have 14 days in which to 
file a protest, Clode said. The 
final decision on the poll re¬ 
sult will be made by the rep¬ 
resentative assembly. 

“With only a two-vote dif¬ 
ference, it doesn’t have to be 
a major irregularity to make 
a difference in the outcome of 
the election,” Clode said.

“The last time we wanted 
to do this the residents told us 
to go and get stuffed.” re¬ 
marked I^angford director 
Earl Pallister. 

The local works and ser¬ 
vices committee has decided 
to hire a zoning enforcement 
officer, so there will be no 
' further need for the planning 
department to look over build¬ 
ing permit applications. 

And. the directors decided, 
preparation of subdivision and 
zoning bylaws, is essentially a 
“cut and paste” operation for 
which Hammer had budgetted 
far too many manhours.

Red tape ‘suffocates’ 
B.C. prison hospital 


MATSQUI (CP) - The Ca¬ 
nadian Penitentiary Service’s 
Regional Psychiatric Centre 
here was compared unfavor¬ 
ably Thursday with an On¬ 
tario hospital that alfco treats 
patients who come from pris¬ 
ons. 

“It’s a hospital that’s being 
suffocated by the penitentiary 
service,’’ Erik Nielsen (PC-

turn by regulations and poli- 


Nielsen is a member of a 
special commons subcommit¬ 
tee looking for solutions to vi¬ 
olence in Canada’s prison sys¬ 
tem. 

The subcommittee members 
were impressed, during a 
visit to a provincial hospital 
at Penetanguishene, Ont., last 
month, with the results a 
small professional staff 
seemed to be getting with 150 
patients. 

Patients at both institutions 
are either sex offenders or 
men with violent criminal 
records.

than those from low-income 
families.

A Ugandan claim that 
the Anglican archbishop 
and two cabinet ministers, 
accused of an anti-govern¬ 
ment plot, were killed in 
an automobile accident 
touched off an interna¬ 
tional outcry Thursday 
against Piesident Idi 
Amin. Church groups and 
politicians abroad accused 
his regime of murder. 

Canada will ask Uganda to 
permit an independent inquiry 
into th deaths. 

In Ottawa, External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson told 
the Commons that he hoped 
Uganda would be willing to 
allow an ipquigy to be con¬ 
ducted by the united Nations 
or the Commonwealth. Ugan¬ 
da said there would be an in¬ 
quiry into the deaths but 
there was no word on how’ the 
probe would be conducted. 

The Ugandan government 
said Archbishop Janani 
Luwum, Internal Afairs Min¬ 
ister Charles Oboth-Ofumbe 
and Lt.-Col. Orinayo Oryc- 
man, minister of land and 
water resources, wore being 
laken Wednesday for ques¬ 
tioning when they tried to 
overpower the driver of the 
vehicle, causing a collision. It 
said the three prisoners were 
killed and the driver was cri¬ 
tically injured. 

Archbishop Luwum, 52, was 
spiritual leader of some three 
million Anglican Christians in 
Uganda, Rw-anda, Burundi 
and Boga-Zaire. 

About half of Uganda’s 11.6 
million people are Christians. 
About 15 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation. including Amin, is 
Moslem. 

Amin was described by a 
senior government official as 
“shocked and stunned” by the 
deaths. “There was no foul 
play whatever,” the official 
said. “It was just one of those 
terribly sad things.” 

The International Commis¬ 
sion of Jurists in Geneva 
termed the deaths assassi¬ 
nation and said, “The pre¬ 
tense that they were killed in 
a motor accident will deceive 
no one.” 

The commission, made up 
of law* teachers, judges, and 
lawyers from the non-Com- 
munist w’orld, said the deaths 
added urgency to appeals for 
a United Nations investigation 
into “a consistent pattern of 
gross violations of human 
rights in Uganda.” 

The All-Africa Conference 
of Churches said in Nairobi 
the deaths were “murder,” 
and that Amin had declared 
war against educated persons. 

Andrew Young, the U.S. 
ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions, also called it assassi¬ 
nation. 

He included in his eritieism 
the death earlier this week of 
a young black in police deten¬ 
tion in South Africa. He fell 
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Anglican Bishop of B.C., Roy 
Gartnell Thursday asked 
C hristian churches to declare 
a week of prayer for Christians 
under persecution in Uganda. 

The week will likely start 
Sunday, as all Anglican min¬ 
isters have been asked to ini¬ 
tiate it then, a diocesan of 
ficial said Thursday. 

Most Rev. E. W. Scott, 
archbishop of Canada, said in 
a telegram sent to dioceses 
across the country that the 
“persecution of the chnrch Is 
under way” in Uganda. 


OIL ATTACK 

Defence: 
Don t let 
it happen 

Second of three parts

A 1976 Environment Canada report on the Mizushi- 
ma oil spill in Japan makes some disturbing conclu¬ 
sions about the dangers of an oil spill on the coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

Its conclusions : 

• Damage to the economy, society and environ¬ 
ment of a region can occur from an oil spill even if of¬ 
ficials are prepared for a spill. 

• Canada doesn’t have the labor force or the oil- 
spill equipment available to Japan, yet its (Pacific) 
coastline is longer, as nigged, and less accessible by- 
land. 

• Canada would therefore have more difficulty 
fighting a similar spill. 

• The answer is to make sure, through “dedicated 
preventive activities,” that oil spills do not happen. 

Technology in infancy 

The report’s author, Clive Nicol. a technician with 
the Environmental Protection Service in Vancouver, 
also concluded that research is needed to develop oil- 
spill containment, which is still in its “infancy.” 

Ironically, oil companies spend only a fraction of 
their profits on this research. 

A minor leak near the bottom of a coastal retinery 
tank at the Mitsubishi refinery in Mizushima burst into 
a flood on Dec. 18, 1974, and hot Bunker-C oil sprayed 
, from a 30-foot gap in the tank. 

By the time the valves could be shut off, the huge 
tank had “buckled and split like a paper hag.” the 
report said. 

More than 10 million imperial gallons flowed a few 
hundred yards along refinery roads, entered a canal 
which led to an oil separator, and flowed over the sepa¬ 
rator into an artificial harbor. 

Oil moved in sheets 

The Maritime Safety Agency was contacted, and 
refinery workers placed booms (floating barriers) 
around the spill in the harbor. These proved useless. 
Spraying the oil with chemical dispersants also failed. 

The report said there were not enough dispersants 
and mixing equipment on hand; cold water caused the 
oil to become “tacky", and the oil moved too fast for 
containment. 

Tides and wind carried the Mitsubishi oil more than 
2,000 feet up rivers. The wind moved if. in sheets across 
the Inland Sea to the opposite coast of Shikoku. 

The fishing industry in two ports near Mizushima 
was “severely damaged.” 

Fish that weren’t poisoned or didn’t starve from the 
effects of the oil were unmarketable, the report states. 
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Fined pilots plan appeal 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian Air Line Pilots Associ¬ 
ation will appeal a federal 
cjurt ruling on Thursday that 
found the association and its 
leaders in contempt of court 
for breaking a court injunc¬ 
tion during last June’s na¬ 
tional air crisis. 

In a telephone interview 
from CALPA’s Brampton, 
Ont. headquarters, spokesman 
Roger Burges s-Webb said 
Thursday night: 

“The ruling was fairly lega¬ 


listic with a number of points 
on which we can appeal. 

“We are going to appeal the 
court’s decision.” 

He said the association does 
not feel the ruling affects or 
detracts from the associa¬ 
tion’s role and responsibility 
as the professional voice of 
pilots. 

Mr. Justice A. A. Cattanach 
of the Federal Court of Cana¬ 
da said in a 108-page judg¬ 
ment released late Wednes¬ 
day that some actions by the 


aviation union were motivated 
more by a policy dispute with 
the federal government than 
with the actual air safety situ¬ 
ation at the time of the work 
stoppages last June. 

He said the Canadian .Air 
Line Pilots Association CAL 
PA and three top CALPA 
leaders did not do all they 
could to ensure compliance 
with a court injunction order¬ 
ing pilots hack to work during 
the national air strike. 

He ordered CALPA to pay a 


$5,000 fine and he fined 
CALPA president Ken Maley 
$1,000. Robert MacKinnon, an¬ 
other top union official, and 
Norman Foster, a Toronto 
local leader, w-ere fined $500. 

The union leaders have 
been given -15 days to pay or 
face 30-day jail terms.

Colonist Wirt Services 

A Ugandan claim that 
the Anglican archbishop 
and two cabinet ministers, 
accused of an ^nti-govern- 
ment plot, were killed in 
an automobile accident 
touched off an interna¬ 
tional outcry Thursday 
against President Idi 
Amin. Church groups and 
politicians abroad accused 
his regime of murder. 

Canada will ask Uganda to 
permit an independent inquiry 
into the deaths. 

In Ottawa, External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson told 
the Commons that he hoped 
Uganda would be willing to 
allow an inquiry to be con¬ 
ducted by the United Nations 
or the Commonwealth. Ugan¬ 
da said there would be an in¬ 
quiry into the deaths but 
there was no word on how the 
probe would be conducted. 

The Ugandan government 
said Archbishop Janani 
Luwum. Internal Afairs Min¬ 
ister Charles Oboth-Ofumbe 
and Lt.-Col. Orinayo Orye- 
man, minister of land and 
water resources, were being 
taken Wednesday for ques¬ 
tioning when they tried to 
overpower the driver of the 
vehicle, causing a collision. It 
said the three prisoners were 
•• killed and the driver was cri¬ 
tically injured. 

Archbishop Luwum, 52. was 
spiritual leader of some three 
million Anglican Christians in 
Uganda. Rwanda, Burundi 
and Boga-Zaire. 

About half of Uganda’s 11.6 
million people are Christians. 
About 15 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, Including Amin, Ms 
Moslem. 

Amin was described by a 
senior government official as 
“shocked and stunned” by the 
deaths. “There was no foul 
play whatever,” the official 
said. “It was just one of those 
terribly sad things.” 

The International Commis¬ 
sion of Jurists in Geneva 
termed the deaths assassi¬ 
nation and said, “The pre¬ 
tense that they were killed Hi 
a motor accident will deceive 
no one.” 

The commission, made up 
of law teachers, judges, and 
lawyers from the non-Com- 
munist world, said the deaths 
added urgency to appeals for 
a United Nations investigation 
into “a consistent pattern, of 
gross violations of human 
rights in Uganda.” 

The All-Africa Conference 
of Churches said in Nairobi 
the deaths were “murder.” 
and that Amin had declared 
war against educated persons. 

Andrew Young, the U.S. 
ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions, also called it assassi¬ 
nation. 

He included in his criticism 
the death earlier this week of 
a young black in police deten¬ 
tion in South Africa.

Defence: 
Don t let 
it happen 

Second of three parts

A 1976 Environment Canada report on the Mizushi- 
ma oil spill in Japan makes some disturbing conclu¬ 
sions about the dangers of an oil spill on the coast of 
Vancouver Island* 

Its conclusions: 

• Damage to the economy, society and environ¬ 
ment of a region can occur from an oil spill even if of¬ 
ficials are prepared for a spill. 

• Canada doesn’t have the labor force or the oil- 
spill equipment available to Japan, yet its (Pacific) 
coastline is longer, as rugged, and less accessible by 
lend. 

• Canada would therefore have more difficulty 
fighting a similar spill. 

• The answer is to make sure, through “dedicated 
preventive activities.” that oil spills do not happen. 

Technology in infancy 

The report’s author. Clive Nicol, a technician with 
tJie Environmental Protection Service in Vancouver, 
also concluded that research is needed to develop cil- 
■ spill containment, which is still in its “infancy.” 

Ironically, oil companies spend only a fraction of 
their profits on this research. 

A minor leak near the bottom of a coastal refinery 
tank at the Mitsubishi refinery in Mizushima burst into 
a flood on Dec. 18. 1974, and hot Bunker-C oil sprayed 
from a 30-foot gap in the tank. 

By the time the valves could be shut off, the huge 
tank had “buckled and split like a paper bag,” the 
report said. 

^re than 10 million imperial gallons flowed a few 
hundred yards along refinery roads, entered a canal 
which led to an oil separator, and flowed over the sepa¬ 
rator into an artificial harbor. 

Oil moved in sheets 

The Maritime Safety Agency was contacted, and 
refinery wx>rkers placed booms (floating barriers) 
around the spill in the harboi;. These proved useless. 
Sprayingdhe oil with chemical dispersants also failed. 

The report said there were not enough dispersants 
and mixing equipment on hand; cold water caused the 
oil to become “tacky”, and the oil moved too fast for 
containment. 

Tides and wind carried the Mitsubishi oil more than 
2,000 feet up rivers. The wind moved it in sheets across 
the Inland Sea to the opposite coast of Shikoku. 

The fishing industry in two ports near Mizushima 
w*as "severely damaged.” 

Fish that weren’t poisoned or didn't starve from the 
effects of the oil were unmarketable, the report states. 
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Fined pilots map appeal 


OTTAWA (CP) The Ca¬ 
nadian Air Line Pilots Associ¬ 
ation will appeal a federal 
t iun ruling on Thursday tbai 
found the association and its 
leaders in contempt of court 
for breaking a court injunc¬ 
tion during last ’June's na¬ 
tional air crisis. 

In a telephone interview 
from CALPA’s Brampton. 
Ont. headquarters, spokesman 
Roger Burgess-Webb said 
Thursday night: 

“The ruling was fairly lega¬ 


listic with a number of points 
on which we can appeal. 

“We are going- to appeal the 
court’s decision." 

Ho said the association does 
n<?t feei the ruling affects'or 
detracts from the associa¬ 
tion’s role and responsibility 
as the professional voice ot 
pilots. 

Mr. Justice A. A. CattaTiach 
of the Federal Court of Cana¬ 
da said in a 108-page judg¬ 
ment released late Wednes¬ 
day that some actions by the 


aviation union were motivated 
more by a policy dispute with 
the federal government than 
with the actual air safety situ¬ 
ation at the time of the work 
stoppages last June. 

He said the Canadian Air 
line Pilots Association CALr 
PA and three top CALPA 
leaders did not do all they 
could to ensure compliance 
with a court injunction order¬ 
ing pilots back to work durirtg 
the national air strike. 

He ordered CALPA to pay a 


$5,000 fine and he fined 
CALPA president Ken Maiey 
$1,000. Robert MacKinnon, an¬ 
other top union official, and 
Norman Foster, a Toronto 
local leader, were lined $500. 

The union leaders have 
been given 45 days to pay or 
face 30-day jail terms. 

The ruling is the latest in a 
series of court judgments on 
charges broughl against pilots 
and air traffic controllers 
arising from work stoppages 
last June. 




































Cabbies state case, fail to get hike 

Elderly-fare onus resented

Taxi companies shouldn’t 
be responsible for providing 
reasonably priced transpor¬ 
tation for the elderly, repre¬ 
sentatives of several Victoria 
taxi firms told city council's 
finance committee Thursday. 

Shortly after, the aldermen 
flatly rejected their request 
for a 25 per cent increase in 
taxi fares. 

Officials of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Taxi Owners’ Associa¬ 
tion, who between them con¬ 
trol 109 of the city's 140 cabs, 
appeared before the commit¬ 


tee, requesting permission to 
raise the flag charge to $1 
from 80 cents and the charge 
for each mile to $1 from the 
present 80 cents. 

They claimed to have lost 
money since fares were last 
increased 18 months ago. 

D. H. French, president of 
the association, told the com¬ 
mittee that costs had in¬ 
creased dramatically in that 
time. 

Gas and oil, he said, had 
increased in price by 33 per 
cent, insurance by 12 per 
cent, repair and maintenance 
by 40 per cent, wages by 25 
per cent. 


From other figures pro¬ 
duced by the association. Aid. 
Murray Glazier concluded 
that the fare structure re¬ 
quested by the association 
would give Victoria the 
highest taxi fares of seven 
cities in western Canada. 

Edmonton has a higher flag 
charge of $1.20, but the mile¬ 
age charge is 60 cents. Flag 
charge in Vancouver is $1, but 
mileage charge only 70 cents. 

Things weren’t going all 
that bad for the taxi firms, 
however, until Glazier asked 
how many old age pensioners 
were using cabs.

Pavilion: 
200 vets 


Ailing Vancouver Island 
veterans awaiting admission 
to Royal Jubilee’s Memorial 
Pavilion are on a points sys¬ 
tem, and applicants with the 
lowest poinrts could, in same 
cases, wait forever. 

Newfoundland Tory IMP 
Jack Marshall made the dis¬ 
closure this week when ad¬ 
dressing a meeting of the 
Royal United Services Insti¬ 
tute. 

The Information, contained 
in a report Marshall obtained 
from the veterans affairs de¬ 
partment in Ottawa, showed 
only one of 13 hsopitals with 
no waiting list — the veterans 
wing of an Ottawa hospital. 

More than 200 veterans are 
awaiting admission for domi¬ 
ciliary care in the Jubilee's 
pavilion. 

The average waiting period 
for veterans at most of the 
hospitals on the list was any¬ 
where from three to 15 
months, said Marshall, his 
party’s veterans affairs critic. 

Marshall expressed alarm 
at the erosion of veterans’ 
rights on Vancouver Island, 
saying he agreed with the 
findings of a representative of 
the institute who recently 
termed the treatment of vet¬ 
erans in B.C. "scandalous.” 

Institute national chairman 
Lt.-Col. F. J. Pickin of Vic¬ 
toria claimed that the care 
and attention given war- 
disability cases by RJH auth¬ 
orities "has been of the lowest 
possible order.” 

Marshall urged veterans’ 
associations to speak out and 
demand the situation be rec¬ 
tified. 

"It’s only by your combined 
efforts that the lot of the vet¬ 
eran will be improved.” 

He assured the group that 
the department was “very 
concerned” about the prob¬ 
lems at the pavilion. Why else 
would the minister and his 
deputy visit the institution?” 

He also praised the Vic¬ 
toria-based Veterans’ Rights 
Association for its work in ob¬ 
taining a better deal for vet¬ 
erans. 

Because of its work, a 
transfer agreement between 
Ihe federal government and 
the Ontario government re¬ 
garding the Westminster Hos¬ 
pital in London, Ont., w'as 1 
stalled. 

"It was a significant victo¬ 
ry." Marshall said, noting 
' that the minister (Daniel 
MacDonald) had since or¬ 
dered a halt to five other 
transfer agreements pending 
^further study. 

He accused MacDonald of 
"trying to take the heat off 
his department at attacking a 
Victoria veterans group." 

(After a two-day fact-find¬ 
ing tour in January, Mac¬ 
Donald accused the rights’ 
group of persecuting the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital.) 

Marshall deplored the di- 
mishing recognition afforded 
veterans and accused the fed¬ 
eral government of not living 
up to commitments made to 
veterans.

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Barrett throws punch 
at millionaire Socreds

Opposition leader David 
Barrett took on "the million¬ 
aire" Social Credit govern¬ 
ment Thursday night, accus¬ 
ing it of self-interest and lack 
of economic planning, in a 
free-wheeling speech that 
touched on such diverse topics 
as Canadian unity and his 
own political future. 

Several times throughout 
the hour long speech, billed as 
the former premier’s first in 
Victoria since his govern-, 
ment’s 1975 election defeat, he 
was interrupted by thunders 
of applause from the overflow- 
partisan crowd of about 700 at 
Oak Bay Junior Secondary 
School. 

"They’re sweating and wor¬ 
rying about how you people 
are getting along," he .joked 
with the crowd about the So¬ 
cial Credit government whose 


membership includes .eight 
millionaires. The govern¬ 
ment’s intention to abolish 
secession duties, he said, was 
pandering to the wealthy. 

He said he hadn’t seen . . 
anything so gross as million¬ 
aires voting for themselves." 

Barrett saved his sharpest 
criticism for the govern¬ 
ment’s apparent inactivity on 
unemployment in the prov¬ 


en 


"There’s not one major pro¬ 
gram by this government to 
provide jobs,” he said, nor he 
predicted would there be any 
programs within the next two 
years. 

However, Barrett had caus¬ 
tic backhand praise for what 
he called Economic Develop¬ 
ment minister Donald Phil¬ 
lips’ attempts to create jobs 
for judges and lawyers prob¬ 
ing the government. 

He said there are seven 


probes now in the works and 
predicted more would come. 

He accused the Socred gov¬ 
ernment of natural resource 
giveaways through low coal 
and natural gas royalties and 
repeated a warning to inter¬ 
national oil companies of tax 
retaliation by his future gov¬ 
ernment should the environ¬ 
mentally dangerous Kitimat 
to Edmonton pipeline be built. 

He also came down solidly 
for a united Canada. 

"This country works better 
together than' apart,’ ’he said 
later, adding that there was 
not "one single problem in 
Quebec that doesn't have a 
sister or brother problem in 
British Columbia, New¬ 
foundland or Ontario..." 

Barrett told the crowd that 
momentarily,>after his defeat 
he considered other occupa¬ 
tions but realized "we’d start¬ 
ed a dream, we'd given 
hope.” 


A 20-year-veteran of the Es¬ 
quimau police force was ac¬ 
quitted Thursday in Victoria 
provincial court on a charge 
of hit and run. 

Douglas Lloyd Sproxton, 49, 
a sergeant in the Esquimalt 
police force, was acquitted by 
Judge Lance Heard after an 
all-day trial. 

"I will give the defendant, 
the benefit of the doubt," 
Heard said. 

Heard said that while 
Sproxton admitted during tes¬ 
timony that he struck the 
other car, driven by Russ 
Weston of 858% Phoenix, 
there was some doubt as to 
whether the policeman "drove 
away at tremendous speed" 
or stopped and looked back to 
see the other car leave the ac¬ 
cident scene. 

Heard based his decision 
partially on character 
witnesses called by defence 
lawyer Dermod Owen-Flood 
for the purpose of deciding 
guilt or innocence rather than 
in mitigation prior to passing 
sentence, the practice in the 
majority of cases. 

Taking the stand on his own 
defence, Sproxton told the 
court he had w-orked 12% 
hours June 29 and was head¬ 
ing home in an unmarked car 
shortly after midnight. 

He said he was heading 
north along Admirals in an 
Esquimalt police vehicle, a 
1974 Dodge Coronet, and was 
turning right on a green light 
to head east on Craigflower 
when he felt a "click” during 
the turn. Sproxton said he tra¬ 
velled about 150 to 200 feet 
before stopping to look back 
and saw that the other car 
was leaving the intersection. 

Sproxton said he waited for 
a while before proceeding the 
short distance home and no¬ 
ticed a car following him just 
before turning into his drive¬ 
way. He said he thought it 
was a neighbor and waved. 

Getting out of his vehicle in 
the driveway, Sproxton said 
he fell the bumper for dents, 
could feel none, and went in¬ 
side. 

He was awakened about 7 
a.m. June 30 by Colwood 
RCMP who advised Sproxton 
he was involved in an ac¬ 
cident. He said he headed im¬ 
mediately to the Colwood 
RCMP detachment, in whose 
jurisdiction the mishap took 
place, and saw then that a 
headlight rim on his car had 
sustained a cut. 

Under questioning by crown 
counsel Richard Law. Sprox¬ 
ton. who said outside the 
court that he had been dis¬ 
ciplined by an internal police 
inquiry for failing to report an 
accident immediately, admit¬ 
ted that his first inspection of 
his police car was done in the 
dark and that the only area 
inspected was the bumper. 

In summing up Owen-Flood 
said that while Rita Robert¬ 
son, owner of the other oar in¬ 
volved in the accident, told 
the court Sproxton "took off 
fast around the bend," the 
testimony of Weston and an¬ 
other witness made no 
suggestion of Sproxton speed¬ 
ing off. 

Owen-Flood argued that by 
stopping and looking hack. 
Sproxton complied with the 
section of the Motor Vehicle 
Act which says a person "shall 
remain at or immediately re¬ 
turn to the scene of an ac¬ 
cident."

UVic president opens up 
at weekly free-for-alls

Me makes no promises, and 
defends his administration 
when he thinks it necessary, 
but University of Victoria 
president Dr. Howard Petch 
is also open and ready to lis¬ 
ten during the once-weekly 
free-for-alls dubbed "Petch 
Peeves” at UVic.

Petch began Petch Peeves 
last September because stu¬ 
dents and faculty seemed hes¬ 
itant to make appointments to 
come in and see him about 
their problems at the univer¬ 
sity. Now he sets aside two 
hours every Thursday espe¬ 
cially for unscheduled talks 
with members of the universi¬ 
ty community. 

The location alternates be¬ 
tween his own office, where 
those who want to see him 
alone can have privacy, and a 
lounge in the Student Union 
Buildipg where anyone who 
walks by has a chance to 
make their point. 

PETCH PEEVES makes 
Petch in effect the ombuds¬ 
man for the university. Stu¬ 
dents and faculty have the op¬ 
portunity to get their com¬ 
plaints before the senior ad¬ 
ministrator of the university, 
a practice which benefits 
both sides. 

At this Thursday’s session, 
one student argued for univer¬ 
sity facilities to be made 
more available to alumni. 


While he didn’t get any 
promises. Dale Bate said "it 
was a good opportunity to 
communicate with the ad¬ 
ministration. Dr. Petch is 
very receptive." 

PETCH SPENT much of 
Thursday talking with a group 
of graduate students who 
found that a master’s pro¬ 
gram for which some of them 
had been preparing for the 
last year had suddenly decid¬ 
ed not to take new' students 
next year, because faculty are 
already heavily committed 
with the present students. 

Petch said the problem was 
a matter of distributing re¬ 
sources, and added. "We 
don't want to offer a program 
if we can’t guarantee that you 
will get a quality education' in 
it. We could take you in and 
rubber stamp you, but it 
would be morally wrong to 
admit people to a program 
w here they could not get qual¬ 
ity instruction." 

BUT, HE ADMITTED, "our 
organization for graduate stu¬ 
dies is not very good," and 
part of the problem was that 
responsibility for decisions 
appeared to fall between two 
positions. 

He told students that an out¬ 
side appraisal of the depart¬ 
ment was planned, to help de¬ 
termine where it should be 
putting its resources to meet 
the needs of studenls in its 
field. 


Petch Peeves gives him a 
valuable insight into the stu¬ 
dents' point of view. Petch 
said. Some of the complicated 
red tape that students face 
can be cut if the administra¬ 
tion know's about it. 

"SOMETIMES, administra¬ 
tors are a little reluctant to 
make decisions," as in the 
case of one student who ping- 
ponged back and forth be¬ 
tween two offices, each of 
which claimed the other 
should make the decision. 

"In a case like that, I tell 
the administrators that I can 
hire a clerk to record com¬ 
plaints. but I want them to 
make decisions, and I’m pre¬ 
pared to forgive them for 
making the wrong decision 
sometimes." 

Petch Peeves is also a use¬ 
ful conduit for getting to the 
top issues which have been 
stymied at the middle. Com¬ 
mented one faculty member, 
"it’s strange that I can sit 
here and talk to you. but I 
can’t get the same hearing 
from my dean." 

Actually only about one- 
third of the matters that come 
up at Petch Peeves are com¬ 
plaints, Petch says. 

"About one-third of what I 
hear is complaints, one third 
is positive suggestions, and 
the other third is just people 
wanting to talk about where 
the university is going, and 
general matters of that na¬ 
ture."
